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Report of 
Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


and Aid to Dependent Children 
and Disability Assistance 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Oak Bluffs, Mass. 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1960 Oak Bluffs had an average of 55 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these, 11 are without 
settlement in the State, therefore there is no local expense 
involved in the apportionment by the Federal and State 
Auditors. One hundred and forty-three visits were made 
to the recipients by the Social Worker. This is in accor- 
dance with Old Age Assistance regulations that a mini- 
mum of two visits per year be made and recorded to each 
recipient. The total expenditures for assistance includ- 
ing cash grants and all medical care was $7 8,407.32. This 
amount decreases the cost of assistance in 1959 by $3,- 
830.45. 


The Old Age Assistance Law was amended and a 
new program entitled “Medical Assistance for the Aged” 
became effective October 1, 1960. Recipients of Old Age 
Assistance in licensed nursing homes were transferred 
to the new Medical Assistance for the Aged program. 


The recoveries under the lien law, Chapter 801 of 
the Acts of 1951 for Old Age Assistance totaled $7,627.55 
for 4 cases with a deduction of $665.02 for legal fees. 
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This amount will be reduced by shares which will be 
retained by the State Department of Public Welfare as 
their share of these recoveries. 


Disability Assistance had an average of 8 cases for 
1960. Twenty-four visits were made and recorded as 
the regulation governing this category of assistance re- 
quires two visits per year. Total expenditures includ- 
ing cash grants and all medical care was $13,972.26 an 
increase of $5,694.58 over 1959. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 4 
cases with thirty visits made and recorded as the regu- 
lations governing this category of assistance requires 
four visits per year per case. Total expenditures includ- 
ing cash grants and all medical care was $5,835.69 a 
decrease of $1,633.17 over 1959.

We have approved the reorganization of our read- 
ing program and have authorized the purchase of a tele- 
vision set to enable the students to profit from the edu- 
cational programs sponsored by the State Fa HS tay 
of Education. 


We have replaced the chairs and desks in Grade IV 
with more modern furniture. We have purchased new 
shades for five classrooms; we have redecorated one of 
the classrooms. 


We have studied the condition of the older school 
building in conjunction with a committee appointed by 
the Selectmen. In the coming year, we hope to be able 
to report, with professional counsel, constructive recom- 
mendations. 


The Committee expresses their appreciation to the 
citizens and staff for their cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

Dear Mr. Metell: 


I hereby submit the school report of the Town of 
Oak Bluffs for the year ending December 31, 1960. 


This has been a year of searching appraisal of our 
educational program. While it is difficult to assess the 
progress which we have made, I am pleased to report that 
our reading program has already begun to show the value 
of providing for individual differences. Pupils are 
grouped in each classroom, at whatever grade, according 
to their levels of progress. There are several groups in 
each class, and each group progresses in developmental 
reading at different rates of speed from one well defined 
level to the next throughout the eight grades of the ele- 
mentary school. 


In order to determine the gains that are made 
through such instruction, careful testing and evaluat- 
ing of this program is necessary. The lowa Tests of Edu- 
cational Development have been repeated this year in 
Grade 4 through 12. Through this basic testing program, 
supplemented by other tests, we hope to be able to report 
more fully to parents the progress of their children. 


While our emphasis has been on reading, we have 
continued to teach the basic skills in arithmetic, writing, 
spelling, Science and social studies round out our basic 
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course of study. As we look ahead to the new year, we 
shall employ our new television set to further motivate 
our pupils through educational programs from Channel 
2 WGBH by enriching our programs in Music, Literature, 
French, Nature Study, and Science. 


We continue to enrich our school curriculum by offer- 
ings in the fields of Music (both vocal and instrumental), 
Art, Home Economics, Industrial Arts, and Physical Edu- 
cation. All of us are familiar with the achievements 
which we have made in these various areas as we have 
witnessed the concerts, programs, and demonstrations 
presented under the direction of the respective super- 
visors and teachers in these departments. 


Our school health program is designed to have boys 
and girls acquire the knowledge which each can use in 
his daily life to become and keep as healthy as possible. 
It is gratifying to note the popularity of our school clinics 
when they become available. 


The following are excerpts from the reports of the 
school principals. 


Mr. John H. Hassett, Principal of the Elementary 
School, reports in part: 


“In my report of last year I wrote about the reor- 
ganization of the reading program to meet the needs of 
each student in a more effective manner. 


“Reading is the first and most important subject a 
child studies when he enters school. However, no child 
is reading, in the true sense of the term, unless he under- 
stands the meaning that words, sentences and para- 
graphs, and other word groups convey. 


“With the use of many supplementary materials such 
as the weekly reader, the basic workbooks, Science Re- 
search Associates laboratory in Reading, the tape recor- 
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der, and the use of a newly acquired rateomcter, the 
reading program has continued to progress quite satis- 
factorily. 


“Recently a television set was acquired to enable the 
students to receive additional instruction in science, 
literature, mathematics, social studies, and music from 
the educational station, WGBH—Channel 2, in Boston. 
The children in grades four, five, and six will receive in- 
struction in conversational French with the use of the 
television set.” 


Mr. Charles A. Davis, Principal of the Regional High 
School, reports in part: 


“This year we have broadened and enriched our 
curriculum by adding four additional subjects. These 
include Advanced Placement English, Advanced Place- 
ment Chemistry, Review Mathematics, and Spanish. The 
advanced placement courses have been made available 
to those students in the senior closs whose achieve- 
ments, interests, and goals are so inclined, as based upon 
the teacher’s recommendations and the successful com- 
pletion of prerequisite courses. We have also made Re- 
view Mathematics compulsory for all seniors who have 
had less than two years of high school mathematics. The 
need for this math course was made evident through the 
Iowa Tests of Educational Development and through a 
study made of our student’s curricular record. This re- 
view math course is intended to strengthen the quanti- 
tative reasoning, mechanical and numerical manipulation 
of arithmetic processes of our seniors; a need which is 
self-evident. 


“This year, as in last year, the I.T.E.D. achievement 
examinations were given to the entire student body and 
at this writing the test results are being analyzed. Re- 
sults will be made known to the student body. An early 
appraisal indicates that encouraging gains have been 
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compiled by students in general, and especially by those 
students enrolled in the college preparatory course of 
study. 


“In December of 1960 we applied for and received 
membership to the National Honor Society of the Na- 
tional Association of Secondary School Principals. A 
chapter council has been formed to include five faculty 
members, including the principal. A total of 44 students 
were voted into membership by the chapter council: 13 
seniors, 19 juniors, and 12 sophomores. The local NHS 
Chapter is known as the NOEPE chapter and our charter 
currently received, framed and hung, so indicates. 


“The school library is enjoying maximum use, with 
an average of 800 students per week making use of our 
library’s facilities. Our accession file shows 2300 books 
listed, which is an increase of 600 books over the last 
academic year. Our goal is 5000 books. Our librarian is 
continuing to give classroom instruction on the proper 
use of the library and its facilities. 


“Our guidance department is functioning as effi- 
ciently as can be expected in terms of our part-time ser- 
vice. The over-all program of testing continues as out- 
lined below:

“The guidance department continues to give guid- 
ance counseling to both the seniors and the underclass- 
men. This counseling service includes career informa- 
tion, vocational direction, scholastic and personal guid- 
ance. Every senior meets with the guidance counselor 
at least once in the course of the year. 


“Cumulative record files, in terms of guidance, are 
now available for every student enrolled in school and 
contain a complete record of the student’s tests, inter- 
views, and personality characteristics. 


“The guidance library has been most adequately 
stocked with literature pertinent to the function of 
guidance and is available to members of the student body 
who have been using it liberally, as have members of the 
community. 


“Plans are currently being considered for a ‘“work- 
experience” program for students enrolled in the indus- 
trial arts course. Under this plan students would work 
along with skilled craftsmen, on the job, during a part 
of the school day or week, and spend the remaining time 
in school under regular supervised classroom instruction. 
At this writing, similar programs in progress in other 
schools are being sought, and a recent letter from the 
state department of education has encouraged this plan.”

Although budgets and buildings are necessary ad- 
juncts in operating a school plant, we must place our 
emphasis on curriculum. We desire research and experi- 
mentation in planning. We want more and better educa- 
tion for our youth. We are looking for new ways to 
solve old problems. We ask the cooperation of the citizens 
and the parents to join with the teachers to achieve 
the quality of education which we all desire. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the faculty, and the citizens for 
their continued support in guiding the youth.

Report of Annual Town Meeting, 
February 15, 1961. 


The adjourned town meeting reconvened at 7 p.m. at the School 
Auditorium with Benjamin F. Morton, the Moderator calling the 
meeting to order. The Moderator introduced Rev. Harold E. Vermil- 
lion, Pastor of Trinity Methodist Church, who offered the following 
prayer at the opening of the meeting: 


“Let us pray: Our Gracious and Loving, Heavenly 
Father; we pause here briefly before we begin our meeting 
to attest to our dependence upon thee for the strength of 
our life. As we live and move within our being we realize 
that it is only by laws ordained long before we were present, 
that we are able to live the years of our life-span. We give 
thee thanks for all these things of life that thou hast given 
unto our use and care. 


We invoke thy blessing upon the leaders of our world 
that brotherhood might be throughout the experience of 
men even within our own time; and especially within our 
own life; upon the elected leaders of our nation and state so 
that by their sense of vocation they might serve thee, by 
serving all of us in freedom and in dedication to those prin- 
ciples upon which our nation was founded.

Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 
and Disability Assistance 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Oak Bluffs, Mass. : 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1961 Oak Bluffs had an average of 45 cases 
on Old Age Assistance. Of these, 9 are without settlement 
in the State, therefore there is no local expense involved in 
the apportionment by the Federal and State Auditors. One 
hundred and twenty five visits were made to the recipients 
by the Social Worker. This is in accordance with Old Age 
Assistance regulations that a minimum of two visits per 
year be made and recorded to each recipient. The total 
expenditures for assistance including cash grants and all 
medical care was $58,481.96. This amount decreases the 
cost of assistance in 1960 by $19,925.36. This decrease is 
due to the fact that in October 1960 recipients who were in 
Nursing Homes and received assistance under the Old Age 
Assistance program were transferred to Medical Assist- 
ance for the Aged. 


The recoveries under the lien law, Chapter 801 of the 
Acts of 1951 for Old Age Assistance totaled $4,033.00 for 
3 cases with deductions for legal fees. This amount will be 
reduced by shares which will be retained by the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare as their share of these re- 
coveries. 
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Medical Assistance for the Aged had an average of 8 
cases for the year 1961. Thirteen visits were made to re- 
cipients by the Social Worker and recorded as the regula- 
tion governing this category of assistance requires two 
visits per year. Total expenditures including cash grants 
and all medical care was $21,486.73. 


Disability Assistance had an average of 6 cases for 
1961. Eighteen visits were made and recorded as the 
regulation governing this actegory of assistance requires 
two visits per year. Total expenditures including cash 
grants and all medical care was $11,424.86 a decrease of 
$2,547.40 over 1960. Effective June 1, 1961 persons sixty 
five years of age or older were no longer eligibile for Disa- 
bility Assistance and were therefore transferred to either 
Old Age Assistance or Medical Assistance for the Aged. 


Recovery was received in the amount of $1,060.00 
under the category of Disability Assistance. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 4 cases 
with twenty seven visits made and recorded as the regula- 
tions governing this category of assistance require four 
visits per year per case. Total expenditures including cash 
grants and all medical care was $5,671.63 a decrease of 
$164.06 over 1960.

of the most recent eight (8) inch main extension on Barnes 
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Road, northerly along Barnes Road to connect with the 
most southerly existing eight (8) inch main on Newton 
Avenue; and install thereon five (5) Fire Hydrants and to 
appropriate therefor the sum of $16,807.93 and that the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, be and

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


During the past year the School Committee has 
studied the condition of the older elementary school build- 
ing. All of the architects whom we interviewed recom- 
mended that the present building should be replaced with 
a new four room addition. The School Building Assistance 
Commission has approved preliminary plans which were 
drawn by Perley F. Gilbert Associates of Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts. 


Already the Department of Public Safety has re- 
stricted the use of the present building to the first floor. 
We urgently recommend that the citizens take favorable 
action on the article in the Town Warrant and solve our 
building needs in a satisfactory manner. 


We have continued our policy of replacing the equip- 
ment in the classrooms. This year we purchased new 
desks and chairs for Grades V and VI. 


The exterior of both the gymnasium and the newer 
building were painted during the summer. 


We wish to thank the town officials, the citizens and 
the school employees for their support and co-operation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

Dear Mr. Metell: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December 31, 1961. 


The end of the year is associated with inventories and 
evaluations. It necessitates a discriminating look back- 
ward and an anticipating look to the future. 


Reading, the first of the traditional three R’s, still 
continues to be the first concern of our elementary schools 
in establishing a firm educational program. 


However, reading in school now cuts across all subject 
matter. Content subjects involve many new mental con- 
-cepts to be gathered from the text each day. Our class- 
room teachers are constantly alert to see that children are 
learning to read with meaning. We want our children to 
become critical readers. 


Reading research is constantly endeavoring to dis- 
cover better ways of teaching reading and our school sys- 
tem is always interested in trying new techniques that will 
aid in our developmental program. In connection with 
this policy of keeping abreast with new ideas, last June 
nine of our Island teachers attended a reading institute 
in Exeter, New Hampshire. Science Research Associates 
has scheduled two one week summer institutes on Martha’s 
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Vineyard in June, 1962. With an outstanding reading 
specialist in charge, the participating teachers from local 
schools can get greater background of knowledge and 
actual experience in the use of simple, basic reading ma- 
terials and devices and operate more effective programs 
in their own classrooms. 


However, in our concentration on reading, we have 
not neglected the other areas of learning. During the year 
we have conducted four profitable workshops in the fields 
of arithmetic, science, nutrition and testing. Educational 
consultants and specialists have, through demonstrations 
and conferences, presented our own staff with ideas and 
techniques which have proved beneficial and practical for 
incorporation in the classroom. 


The results of our program in the fields of music, both 
vocal and instrumental, art, home economics and physical 
education speak for themselves. The enthusiasm which is 
engendered from concerts and demonstrations reflects the 
quality of progress and the dedication of the respective 
supervisors. 


Mr. Donald C. Rutter, principal of the elementary 
school reports in part: 


“It is recognized that reading is the most important 
area in the elementary school curriculum. To provide 
more adequately for the individual differences of students, 
there has been a revision in the reading program for 
grades one through eight. The reading program consists 
of self contained classrooms in grades one through six. 
At the seventh and eighth grades levels, the program has 
been revised. Seventh and eighth grade students take 
reading with the teacher teaching at their grade level. 


There has been made available a new supplementary 
basal reading series to assure that children will receive the 
basic skills program that is so important in a developmen- 
tal reading program. 
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An important area in education is the method of re- 
porting pupil prograss. The faculty at the Oak Bluffs 
School has developed, through a series of committee meet- 
ings, a new report card series. There are new report cards 
for grades one and two, grades three through six, and 
grades seven and eight. This new report card system has 
been developed to assist parents in gaining a more com- 
plete understanding of the social, emotional, and scholastic 
growth of their children. 


Presently there are programs underway in curriculum 
development. The areas being studied are Language Arts, 
Social Studies and Reading. It is expected that there will 
be developed from these meetings, curriculum guides and 
courses of study, based on the local needs of the commun- 
ity. These courses of study and curriculum guides should 
be completed by June 1962. 


There has been instituted a student newspaper, “The 
Oak Leaf”, written and published by the students in the 
Oak Bluffs School. 


A monthly news letter to parents will begin in Janu- 
ary, 1962, informing parents of what is happening in our 
school, scholastically and socially. 


There is underway a continuous program of curricu- 
lum revision and text book evaluation. The purpose of this 
program is to keep the faculty provided with information 
concerning the latest developments in methods, curriculum 
development, and educational research. 


Eective January 2, 1962, the school day has been 
lengthened by fifteen minutes. This will affect grades two 
through eight.” 


Mr. Charles A. Davis, Principal of the Regional High 
School reports in part: 


“The course of study for the industrial arts program 
was broadened to provide for a range wider in occupational 
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skills which more realistically serve the needs of the termi- 
nal and vocational bound student. Whereas the industrial 
arts program in practice during the past two years of op- 
eration included experiences in woodworking only, the 
present course of study provides the following experiences 
which are designed to offer orientation to an industrial en- 
vironment, occupational opportunity, opportunity for the 
development of consumer knowledge and skills related to 
industry and industrial products so important in modern 
life: 


Grade 9—Basic Woodworking 

Grade 10—Advanced Woodworking 

Grade 11—Electrical Wiring and Sheet Metal Work 

Grade 12—Building Structures and Automotive Mechanics 
in each of the above areas, exclusive of grade 10, the 
allotted time for instruction from five periods a week to 
ten periods a week. 


To complete the thoroughness of the industrial aris 
program a full-time technical drawing instructor now pro- 
vides a course of study in technical drawing for all stu- 
dents. Students enrolled in the college preparatory course 
may also take technical drawing as an elective. 


Through the educational services of Ford Motor Com- 
pany the regional high school committee accepted a ford 
motor, transmission and rear-end assembly which will be 
used as the core of instruction in automotive mechanics. 


This year’s seniors enrolled in industrial arts are cur- 
rently completing a 20’ x 40’ storage shed located at the 
rear of the regional school and which will be used for the 
housing of maintenance and athletic equipment. 


In the knowledge that we live in a dynamic society 
where changes in business procedures are taking place 
daily and in the knowledge that a percentage of young peo- 
ple do not enter any post-high school educational work, the 
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business curriculum has been geared to meet three major 
objectives: 


1. To provide education for earning a living 


2. To provide education for handling personal busi- 
ness affairs in taking care of every day needs, and 


3. To provide education which will develop business 
citizenship. 


With these aims in mind the business curriculum of 
the regional high school will, in September 1962, provide 
two courses of study as spelled out below, so that the three 
major objectives of business education will be met by the 
time the student graduates from high school. These two 
courses of study are as follows: 


Clerical Curriculum: designed to develop worth- 
while employment com- 
petencies and marketable 
office skills, and 


Stenographic Curriculum: designed to provide stu- 
dents with adequate back- 
grounds to pursue steno- 
graphic or bookkeeping 
programs. 


With the impact of automation already being felt, 
the office machines course has provided for better articu- 
lation between theory and practice by the purchase and 
utilization of our new classroom equipment; the lack of 
which would be a severe and serious loss to the curriculum 
of business education. 


The English Curriculum Committee has put into use 
the English Curriculum Guide compiled last year. The 
English department continues to meet in committee to 
improve the instruction of English as well as to improve 
methods and materials used. Significant evidence of 
growth in this area has been noted via the Iowa Tests of 
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Educational Development; in particular the growth shown 
in the areas of general vocabulary, correctness of ex- 
pression, interpretation of literature and use of sourses of 
reference. 


All other departments throughout the regional school 
are currently at work compiling curriculum guides for 
their respective subject areas. These areas include social 
studies, mathematics, science, foreign languages, business, 
industrial arts, home economics and physical education. 


A pilot program for developmental reading will begin 
in February, 1962, in a move to determine the extent to 
which the department of English can aid the poor reader 
to read better and whether the means taken justify 
the end results. This reading program, begun last 
year, will afford more time in that instruction will be pro- 
vided daily, will be concentrated, and daily records of pupil 
progress kept by the Science Research Associates Reading 
laboratory. 


The school library continues to share a unique role in 
the educational growth of our students. Without excep- 
tion, and as evidenced by standardized testing, every class 
has increased its skill in the use of the library and its fa- 
cilities. Class instruction in library technique by the 
librarian and by the department of English has contrib- 
uted much to this growth. There are currently 3008 
volumes on the library shelves. 


_The Iowa Tests of Educational Development given for 
the third consecutive year show conclusively that our 
students are making healthy gains in their academic 
growth. In many areas this growth exceeds the normal 
pattern of the typical school by several years. 


The school norms, as well as individual norms, ‘for 
those students pursuing post-secondary school training 


are, indeed, most worthy and commendable; all of which 
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reflect wholesomely the caliber of students and the caliber 
of instruction. 


The guidance department continues to function on a 
full-time basis and continues to provide services for the 
‘teen-ager which are personal, academic and occupational 
in PDALUIE: 


The testing program has been expanded to include, i in 
addition to those tests reported last year, tests at the 
following grade levels: 


Grade 9—Nelson-Denny Reading Test 
Grade 10—Revised Minnesota Paper Form. Boned Test 


‘Additional tests are administered depending on the 
individual student’s needs, such as the Wechsler Intelli- 
gence Test, the Bell Adjustment Inventory and the Gil- 
more Sentence Completion Test. 


Every effort is being made to coordinate all phases of 
education in our system. Through monthly meetings with 
our principals and guidance counselor, we are exploring 
ideas which will better correlate elementary and secon- 
dary education. Already curriculum studies have begun 
in the fields of arithmetic, social studies, and language 
arts. 


Throughout all of our studies we shall continually 
strive for better education for the youth of Martha’s 
Vineyard. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion to the School Committee, the faculty and the citizens 
for their continued support and assistance.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING ON MAY 24, 1962 


The committee appointed by the Moderator after the an- 
nual town meeting met with the 3 members of the school 
committee on April 8, 1962 at 2:30 p.m. in the Junior igs 
School. Supt. Charles Downs was also present. 


Paul Chase was elected secretary of the group. 
We then spent about an hour inspecting all buildings. 


It was the consensus of opinion that the old building was 
not worth trying to repair. 


We then returned to a room in the Junior High where 
listed on the blackboard were the number of pupils in each 
grade and also the number of Oak Bluffs children born 
during the past 5 years. No significant increase in the birth 
rate was noticed. 


Also attached to the blackboard was a rough floor plan of 
the lower and upper level of the Junior High Building with 
the number of square feet listed for each room. We then 
spent over two hours devising means by which all pupils 
could be housed in the Junior High Building. 


We knew that we had to have a total of 11 rooms: 


(Kindergarten plus 8 grades) 9 
1 Shop 1 
1 Domestic Science 1 

Total 11 


The school as now arranged had 8 rooms — thus that 
meant that we had to find more rooms, 

The three rooms were gained as follows: 

a. The large shop could be divided into 2 rooms. 

b. By extending the wall approximately 12 feet in the pres- 
ent 5th grade or old commercial room another classroom 
could be gained. 

ec. It was learned that there are classes of about a dozen 
once a week in the present domestic science room and 
that the locker rooms are no longer used. This it was 
decided to convert the domestic science room to a class- 
room and to convert one of the locker rooms to a sewing 
room and the other to a cooking room. 

To obtain a more accurate figure as to the cost of this re- 

modeling the committee unanimously voted that the sum of 

$1,000 be asked for at a special town meeting to hire an 
architect to make a preliminary plan and estimate. 

We adjourned after 3 hours of thought and discussion.

Board of Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


The following is a report of the Water Commissioners 
for the year ending December 31, 1962. ei 


This year it was deemed necessary, by the Board, to 
increase the minimum advance water charge, for the first 
time since the Town purchased the Cottage City Water 
Company in May 1944. The rate increase has raised the 
Water Department revenue noticeably. 

Under project improvement work the Superintend- 
ent’s house was painted. 


A Telemetering Overflow Control was purchased for 
installation at the Pumping Station with connections at 
the Standpipe. 


Working with another Water Department on the 
Island and contracting for Standpipe Painting at the same 
time, the Oak Bluffs Water Department accepted a low 
contract bid for this work. Further work on the Standpipe 
is anticipated before the project is completed in the Spring 
of 1963. 


At a Special Town Meeting the Water Department 
was authorized to borrow under Chapter 44 of Gen. Laws, 
for a period of 15 years, the sum of $25,800.00 for main 
extensions, which made it possible for the Department to 
accomplish the following: 


Approximately thirty three hundred feet of eight 
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inch transite pipe was extended along Barnes Road to 
eonnect with the existing eight inch main on Newton 
Ave., also approximately twenty-three hundred feet of 
eight inch transite pipe was installed from the existing 
eight inch main on New York Ave., along Towanicut St., 
along Eastville Ave., to connect with the existing eight 
inch main on County Rd. It is the opinion of the Board 
that this work will greatly improve the Town Water 
System. 


A few new water services were installed and in use 
during the year. Several water services were renewed dur- 
ing the year. 


The pumpage for the year 1962 was 90, 699, 750 gals. 


The Water Commissioners wish to thank the citizens 
e Oak Bluffs for their cooperation during the past year.

To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1962 Oak Bluffs had an average of 37 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these 8 are without 
settlement in the State, therefore there is no local ex- 
pense involved in the apportionment by the Federal and 
State Auditors. Ninety-one visits were made to the re- 
cipients by the Social Worker. This is in accordance with 
the Old Age Assistance regulations that a minimum of 
two visits per year be made and recorded to each recipient. 
The total expenditures for assistance which include cash 
grants and all medical care was $44,493.46. This amount 
- decreases the cost of assistance in 1961 by $13,988.50. 


The recoveries under the Lien Law, Chapter 801 of 
the Acts of 1951 for Old Age Assistance total $4,057.95 
for four cases. This amount will be reduced by shares 
which will be retained by the State Department of Public 
Welfare as their share of these recoveries and also legal 
fees. 


Medical Assistance for the Aged had an average of 
12 cases for the year 1962. Thirty-two visits were made 
to the recipients by the Social Worker. This is in accord- 
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ance with the regulations governing this category of as- 
sistance which require two visits per year. Total expendi- 
tures which include cash grants and all medical care was 
$30,988.83. This amount increases the cost of assistance 
in 1961 by $9,502.10. , 


Disability Assistance had an average of 6 cases for 
1962. Twenty-eight visits were made to the recipients by 
the Social Worker. Regulations covering this category 
assistance require two visits per year. Total expenditures 
which include cash grants and all medical care was 
$10,218.89. This amount decreases the cost of assistance 
in 1961 by $1,205.97. 


Recovery was received in the amount of $695.00 
under the category of Disability Assistance. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 4 cases 
for the year 1962. Twelve visits were made and recorded as 
the regulations governing this category of assistance re- 
quire quarterly visits for each case. Total expenditures 
which include cash grants and all medical care was 
$4,240.80. This amount decreases the cost of assistance 
in 1961 by $1,430.83.

On January 15, 1962, we received from Maxim Motor 
Co. our fifth piece of fire apparatus to replace the old 
pumper at Station Four on Dukes County Avenue.

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It has been brought to our attention that many of 
our citizens, especially our summer visitors, have little 
knowledge as to the size of our department, and we would 
like to give them a brief survey of the Department. 


As shown above, we have five pieces of fire apparatus, 
with a Chief, First Assistant Chief, Second Assistant 
Chief, and 75 callmen divided into five companies of 15 
men, one company assigned to each truck. Each Company 
is headed by a Captain,First Lieutenant, Second Lieuten- 
ant, one member who serves as Custodian and one who 
serves as fire police. When an alarm is called, all five 
trucks answer the alarm. Because we have no permanent 
men, all of the 75 men who are available answer each call. 
There are thirty-five fire alarm boxes located throughout 
the town. 


Five men from our Department attended a two-day 
fire fighting course at the Barnstable County Fire Fight- 
ers College in Barnstable again this year. 


This year we had four new hydrants installed, three 
located on the Barnes Road and one on Tawonticut Avenue. 


Ever since the Telephone Company has talked about 
changing to the dial system, the Martha’s Vineyard Fire 
Chiefs Association has been working to find a system to 
replace the services of the telephone operators. The 
County Commissioners and all of the Selectmen have also 
been working on this project. They have contacted dif- 
ferent signal and alarm companies and with their knowl- 
edge have decided that a Central Communications Center 
is the most substantial way to overcome this problem. 
This would be located at the County Airport with direct 
lines to each of the big towns for fire and police; also 
direct lines to the State Police and the Martha’s Vineyard 


Hospital. The up-island towns would have a remote con- 
trol system which would ring their alarm. There will be 
twenty-four hour service for all emergency calls. In the 
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very near future, and before the dial system is installed, 
a definite proposal will be brought before the voters for 
their opinion. 


We would like to thank the citizens and the other 
town departments for their assistance and their fine sup- 
port during this year.

To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


In order to maintain our teaching staff on a more 
competitive basis with other towns, your Committee 
adopted the following salary Schedule for teachers effec- 
tive September, 1962: at

Bachelor’s Degree $4600 $6600 
Master’s Degree .. 4900 7300 
Master’s plus 30 5100 7900 


With enactment by the State of a new minimum sal- 
ary of $4500, this schedule must be reviewed this year 
if Oak Bluffs is to procure and retain highly competent 
and professionally ambitious men and women as classroom 
teachers. 


We have studied, with your Building Committee, al- 
ternate ways to solve our building needs.

Dear Mr. Metell: 


Ihereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December 31, 1962. 


Present-day anxieties about education and an awak- 
ened public interest in its quality are causing all of us 
in the field of education to re-examine our programs and 
search for better ways to do our job. Our philosophy is 
unchanged—that schools exist for the development of 
children, and our challenge is to see that each child 
reaches his fullest development. Our schools are primarily 
concerned with the intellect but they have other goals as 
well, including character training and the enrichment of 
pupils’ lives through the encouragement of special interests 
and talents. We continue to concern ourselves with the 
development of moral values through our social studies 
programs and practices as well as the building of skills 
in reading, mathematics and science. The key to good edu- 
cation is the teacher who knows children and sees them 
as human beings. 


In order to gain a better understanding of children, 
last spring a large percentage of our teachers profited 
from an accredited course in Psychology given by Dr. 
Milton Mazer. In June, an equally large number of our 
teachers participated in two one week reading workshops 
sponsored by the Science Research Associates. It is very 
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gratifying to work with a dedicated staff who continually 
strive to upgrade their teaching by broadening their 
understanding of the program of modern trends in educa- 
tion. Through these experiences teachers are able to evalu- 
ate the curriculum, instructional methods and instruc- 
tional services. 


The Sabin Oral Vaccine Clinics, sponsored by the local 
Board of Health and conducted by the School Physician 
for Type I and Type III for children three months to sever 
years of age, was well attended. Type II will be offered to 
these children in March. Clinics will be scheduled during 
this year for all children from three to eighteen years of 
age ds soon as the vaccine is made available. 


The résults of our program in the fields of music, 
both vocal and instrumental, art, home economics and 
physical education speak for themselves. The enthusiasm 
which is engendered from concerts and demonstrations 
reflects the quality of the progress and the dedication of 
the respective supervisors. 


Charles A. Davis, Principal of the Regional High 
School reports: 


“As the Regional High School moves through its 
fourth year of operation the administration and faculty 
are currently completing the multitude of details entailed 
ina program of self-evaluation ; involving twenty-one com- 
mittees made up of staff members whose prime objective 
is to determine to what degree the quality and quantity 
of education at the regional school is functioning. Every 
facet of the teaching-learning process, including the 
school plant, is under professional scrutiny. As each indi- 
vidual committee completes its work their findings are 
reviewed before the entire staff of the regional school for 
confirmation and final acceptance. 


Simultaneously, the faculty is compiling and revising 
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its courses of study for each of the subjects in the school’s 
curriculum. 


On the days of May 13-15 inclusive, the New England 
Association of College and Secondary Schools will send a 
visiting committee of professional educators to the re- 
gional school where for three full days they will inspect, 
observe and evaluate our high school under normal operat- 
ing conditions. This visiting cemmittee, while making its 
evaluation, will be guided by one criterion; to wit: is this 
high school living up to its claims? If it is, the visiting 
committee will recommend to the N.E.A.C.S.S. that the 
Martha’s Vineyard Regional High School be accredited 
and continue as a member of the association. 


In February, in cooperation with the principals of the 
elementary schools, an 8th grade visitation program was 
inaugurated which proved to be a most benefiting experi- 
ence for the entering class of 1966. In keeping with the 
plan five 8th graders per day, alternately representing 
one of the three elementary schools visited those classes 
at the regional school which they themselves would be 
electing as entering freshmen. The subsequent experience 
gained by these neophytes in terms of subject matter, 
teacher personnel, environment, schedules, bus transpor- 
tation, lunch room procedure, etc., has been invaluable as 
judged by their subsequent adjustment as entering fresh- 
men last September. This program will be continued. 


Also, during the first week of school and under the 
direction of the principal and guidance counselor, all 
freshmen were given a three-day orientation. With the 


use of colored film strips freshmen were introduced to 
the techniques of how to study, how to take notes, how 
to listen, and in general how to make optimum use of their 
respective abilities, as well as how to overcome poor aca- 


demic habits. In the years ahead, this orientation program 
will be broadened in scope, content, and duration.

For the fourth consecutive year the Iowa Tests of 
Educational Development were administered to all stu- 
dents and again the results, as compared to the norms of 
-the nation to the norms of Southeastern Massachusetts, 
were well above standard. As compared to selected schools 
‘in New England we still have some challenging years 
‘ahead of us; but this is a challenge that the administration 
and faculty have accepted with confidence. 


} We are currently in committee re-evaluating our 
present curriculum in the light of the challenging era we 
live in, as well as in the light of preparing for the future. 
Space science, space mathematics, modern foreign lan- 
‘guages, and other related fields, have brought us to the 
.dawn of a new age and with it must we travel or be left 
behind by merely standing still. . 


| Our instrumental music department is now providing 

individual instruction for all of our instrumentalists, and 
judging from their recent Christmas concert, the means 
have justified the end. 


New band uniforms now adorn our band members 
and the spirit of their attire has in at least a small meas- 
ure contributed much to the spirit of their participation. 


Our library continues to grow in quality and quantity. 
Over 4000 volumes have been filed and catalogued, and 
new materials in every field of endeavor continue to en- 
rich the balance of our stacks. 


Over 180 students a day are visiting and using our 
library facilities, and as indicated by the recent I.T.E.D. 
tests our students have gained, and continue to gain, an 
excellent command of our library’s resources. 


The guidance department continues to function on a 
full time basis working in co-operation with students, fac- 
ulty, parents, administration, and the community in 
general. 
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The testing program has been comprehensive in scope 
with the administration of aptitude tests, achievement 
tests, intelligence tests, interest tests, diagnostic and in- 
dividualized tests when deemed necessary, and a full bat- 
tery of the national testing ORE ge such as the College 
Boards.” 


Mr. John J. Ahern, guidance counselor, reports: 


“A cumulative record on each student is being estab- 
lished and maintained. Individual student records are be- 
ing kept with information relative to background, per- 
sonal information, extraordinary activities, guidance in- 
terviews and referrals, academic information and test 
results. All of this information is held in confidence aud 
is interpreted by the guidance counselor. 


A complete up-to-date library of ebeupatianal infor- 
mation, college and school catalogues, educational infor- 
mation; pamphlets and clippings of value to guidance and 
guidance services has been maintained. 


An orientation program was conducted this past year 
for the entering freshman class. In co-operation with the 
principals of the high school and elementary school, the 
counselor was able to offer individualized attention to each 
8th grader in choosing his or her course of study for their 
freshman year at the regional school. 


A work-study program was initiated for the senior 
Industrial Arts students with the co-operation of the prin- 
cipal, the Industrial Arts teacher and the various busi- 
nesses on the Island. These businesses have earned a 
heart-felt thanks for their co-operation and interest in 
this program. 


The regional school was visited in the past year by 
many admissions officers from the various schools and 
colleges in the area and whose respective schools repre- 
sented ranges of interest from engineering to mechanics. 
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Part of the guidance program is to conduct follow-up 
studies of its graduates to assess their success and failure 
in the light of the education they received at the high 
school level. Preliminary results of the follow-up study of 
the Class of 1962 are as follows: 


Number of graduates 69 
Number attending Post-secondary schools 33 
Number in military service 14 
Number employed 12 
Number married ; 4 
Number unheard from 6 

Total 69 


Of the 33 students attending post-secondary schools, 
ten of these received a total of $6,725.00 from 17 different 
scholarships, some of which are renewable. These ten 
students are attending 8 different schools and colleges. 


At least one interview has been conducted with every 
student. The counseling of students especially the under- 
achievers, who normally require three interviews in any 
given year, continues. These two functions are the heart 
of the guidance program and involves approximately 50% 
of the counselor’s time. It is here with the interviews and 
counseling that case studies are initiated, referrals made, 
and parents contacted. This one to one relationship be- 
tween the student and the counselor remains as the most 
important single factor in the guidance program.” 


Mr. Donald C. Rutter, Principal of the elementary 
school reports: 


“Curriculum development is a most important part 
of the elementary school program. As a result of the cur- 
riculum committee’s efforts, a new curriculum guide and 
course of study in English has been developed and adopted 
for use in the Oak Bluffs School.

At the present time, the curriculum development 
committee is engaged in research concerning the develop- 
ment of new curriculum guides and courses of study in 
Science and Social Studies. The purpose of this committee 
is to insure the best education possible for the children 
in the Oak Bluffs School. The faculty will be prepared to 
make specific recommendations concerning new basic Sci- 
ence and Social Studies series, as well as new methods of 
meeting the individual differences in children. 


There has been instituted a new method of reporting 
pupil progress to go along with the new report cards de- 
veloped last year. This new method is the Planned Parent- 
Teacher Conference Program. This program takes place 
twice a year, in conjunction with the first and third report 
cards. The first Planned Parent-Teacher Conference Pro- 
gram was held on November 26, 27, and 28, with very 
gratifving results. More than 82% of the parents attended 
the scheduled conferences. The staff and the administra- 
tion are looking forward to the second conference program 
that will be held in April. 


The testing program in the Oaks Bluffs School has 
been expanded to include the Science Research Associates 
Test of Educational Development and the Primary Mental 
Abilities Tests. We feel that this expanded program will 
present the Oak Bluffs School with a well-rounded testing 
program. 


The school day has been lengthened by forty-five 
minutes. The school day now commences at 8:30 a.m. The 
morning session ends at 12:00. The second session begins 
at 1:00 p.m. and ends at 3:00 p.m. The additional time 
allows the faculty to develop a more flexible and compre- 
hensive educational program for the children within the 
Oak Bluffs School. 


Another area of importance in education is the con- 
stant evaluation of teaching methods and techniques. The 
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faculty of the Oak Bluffs School meets on a regular basis 
to evaluate their own teaching performance, to study and 
discuss research concerning the new methods and tech- 
niques, and to see if these modern innovations can be in- 
corporated into the teaching-learning situation in the Oak 
Bluffs School. 


In an attempt to meet the specific and individual read- 
ing needs of children, a developmental reading program 
has been instituted in grade seven. It is hoped that this 
program can be expanded in the future to include other 
grades. 


To facilitate the audio-visual aids program, a new 
tape recorder and a film-strip and slide projector have 
been purchased. 


Constant evaluation of the newest texts available in 
the various subject matter fields is being conducted by the 
faculty to determine if the teaching-learning situation 
can be improved. Each staff member evaluates the text for 
his grade level, and then makes written and oral reports 
to the other members concerning his evaluation of the 
text. 


There has been instituted a new basic English series 
to assure that the children will receive the necessary basic 
skills of communication that are so important in the 
modern world. 


A new basic science series has been adopted for 
grades seven and eight to help the junior high school 
students to be better prepared for the science courses in 
secondary education. 


The faculty is reviewing the research being done in 
the new concepts of math. It is hoped that after this re- 
view is completed, a positive recommendation concerning 
the advisability of adopting one of the new math pro- 
grams will be made. 
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The students of the Oak Bluffs School will continue 
to publish the school newspaper, The Oak Leaf. 


The monthly newsletter to parents will again begin 
in January to inform parents what is taking place in the 
Oak Bluffs School, scholastically and socially.” 7 


In closing, I wish to emphasize that we have good 
schools. The successes which we have achieved are due to 
a dedicated teaching staff, a conscientious School Commit-. 
tee and a cooperative group of parents and citizens. It is 
an inspiration and a pleasure to work with these groups.

The Town Clerk assisted by Miss Carolyn L. Cullen checked the 
voting list as the voters cast their vote and 190 registered voters 
were checked on the lists. A descriptive bulletin prepared by the 
School Committee was distributed describing both plans.

$183,000.00 for the purpose of demolishing the present Elementary 
School builcing and constructing on the site and originally equipping 
end furnishing a new four-room Elementary School. The sum o 
$2,000.00 to be appropriated from available funds in the treasury, 
and that the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, be and 
hereby is authorized to borrow the sum of $130,000.00 and to issue 
ponds or netes of the Town therefore pavable in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws so that the whole 
loen shall be paid in rot more than thirteen (13) years from the 
date of issue of the first bond or note.

ARTICLE 23. Voted: To indefinitely postpone this article on 


the remodeling of the present Junior Senior High School. 
So voted unanimously. 


ARTICLE 15. Everett A. Rogers, Chairman of the Committee 
appointed by the Moderator at a special town meeting held on May 
25, 1962, to make a study for the construction of a new Town Hall, 
presented the following report for the Committee: “In June, as a 
result of the vote of the town at a special town meeting held on 
May 24, 1962, the Moderator appointed a committee of fifteen mem- 
bers to make a study of the construction of a new town hall to ac- 
commodate all the town offices. 

Soon after this committee was appointed, Winthrop B. Norton, 
Architect of Edgartown contacted this committee, and offered his 
services to the Town to prepare preliminary plans and specifications 
to obtain preliminary estimates on the cost of construction, at no 
cost to the Town. 

This committee held their first meeting in October, and at this 
meeting possible sites for the location of this building were sug- 
gested. The MacMackin property on Circuit Avenue had been offered 
to the Town at a purchase price of $10,500. and the buildings on the 
present site would have to be demolished, if a new building were to 
be constructed. This property consisted of an area of 63’ wide and 
105’ Long. Another site proposed, the Eugene Murphy property on 
Samoset Avenue, at a sale price of $9,500. This property extends 
from Samoset Avenue to Narragansett Avenue, an area of 70’ wide 
and 131’ long. Also, posible locations considered were Ellinwood 
Park, Lakeside Park and Niantic Park. 

A sub-committee was appointed by the chairman, Everett A. 
Rogers, who was elected chairman by the committee at their meet- 
ing held in Octeber, to plan the layout of the building. This com- 
mittee looked over the facilities of the Town Offices in Edgartown 
and Tisbury, both towns offering the plans of the floor space of 
their office space, which had been remodeled in recent years. 
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Mr. Norton was then requested to prepare a sketch of a pro- 
posed building to provide space for all the offices of the town. A 
very adequate plan for this proposed building, 92’ x 48’ in size, was 
presented to the committee for their consideration, by Mr. Norton. 
These plens for this proposed building have been on display for sev- 
eval weeks in the Mattar Building on Circuit Avenue. 


Since it was learned that the Town of Oak Bluffs, under the 
Pubic Works Acceleration Act, which was signed into law on 
September 14, 1962 by President Kennedy, was designated on the 
official listing of Redevelopment areas under this Program, and 
would be eligible for federal Assistance in Community projects, the 
Committee made inquiries as to what procedure to follow for the 
Town to take advantage of this aid. Applications were secured, an 
estimate was made by the architect for the construction of this 
building. The total cost estimated is $191,683.15, which includes 
construction, site improvements, utility connections, construction 
contingencies, architect fees, legal expenses and capitalized interest. 
This Committee recommends that the Town make application for 
fifty per cent assistance from federal funds, namely, $95,841.57, and 
that the town’s share of fifty percent of the cost of this project 
be appropriated and borrowed over a period of twenty years. 


The site for the location of this proposed new building has pre- 
sented this committee with problems. The majority of this Commit- 
tee have favored the location for the construction of this building 
to be on Ellinwood Park and Lakeside Park. Our Town Counsel 
has rendered a decision to the Board of Selectmen, that in his opin- 
ion the Town Hall cannot be erected on either of these Parks because 
these parcels of land were conveyed to the Town of Cottage City 
expressly for the purpose of a public park forever with the re- 
striction that no buildings or structures of any kind, except as may 
be authorized for park purposes, should be arected upon this land. 
In view of this restriction, the land could not be taken either by emi- 
nent domain, as suggested by several members of the committee. 


However, the Committee have two other sites which they wish to 
recommend and propose as possible locations where the Town Hall 
might be constructed. The first location, the so-called Tivoli Building 
on Sea View Avenue. This property includes an area of 144’ of land 
running along the Trinity Episcopal Church property, 175’ along Sea 
View Avenue, 158’ along Oak Bluffs Avenue, and 57’ along the back, 
Kennebee Avenue. This property has been offered to the town at a 
sale price of $15,000., for land and building. The second site proposed 
is Niantic Park. This site, by legislative act, Chapter 64 of the Acts 
of 1922, authorized the Town to erect a Town Hall on this Park. 


It is also recommended by the Committee, that the two build- 
ings, the present Town Hall and the Water Department Office on 
Circuit Avenue, would be for sale. The fire apparatus now housed 
in the present town hall building would be housed in the Steamer 
House on Lake Avenue, where the new aerial ladder truck is now 
housed, and in the new proposed town building, the aerial ladder 
truck will be housed in the basebent, as the plan shows. 


The Committee have given much thought and work to this 
project. Since projects to be considered for assistance under the 
Federal Act must be initiated within a reasonably short period of 


time and consideration will initially be given only to projects which

have labor employed on site prior to June 30, 1968, this Commit- 
tee hope that favorable action will be taken by the Town at this 
time. 
Voted: That the Town construct a new Town Hall, in the 
location known as the Tivoli Building on Sea View Ave ue, at a 
cost of $191,683.15 under the provision of Public Law 345, 84th Con- 
gress, as amended by the Public Works Acceleration Act, whereby 
the United States of America will grant the Town one-half of the 
cost, and the Town is hereby authorized to borrow the sum of 
$95,841.58 under the provisions of Chapter 74 of the Acts of 1945 
Acts and resolves of Massachusetts, being its one-half share of 
said cost, which is to be repaid in equal annual installments over a 
period of twenty years, and the Board of Selectmen are directed and 
authorized to take any action necessary to secure said grant of aid 
from the United States of America. Again a ballot vote was taken, 
with one hundred sixty-ore (161) votes cast, one hundred sixty-one 
(161) voters checked on the voting list as follows:

Voted: To appropriate the sum of $60,000.09 
to be used in conjunction with any Federal Funds which may be 
made available, for the purpose of additional water supply for the 
Town of Oak Bluffs including: gravel packed we!lls, suction mains 
and connections, pumping equipment, power, wiring controls, etc., 
discharge mains and connections, allowance for construction con- 
tingencies, engineering, supervision, etc., in the area of the present 
Pumping Station; and that to meet said appropriation the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to 
borrow the sum of $60,000.00 or any part thereof under the pro- 
visions of Section 8 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, and to issue 
notes of the Town therefor payable in accordance with said Chap- 
ter 44 so that the whole loan shall be paid in not more than fifteen 
years from the date of issue of the first note.

As voted at the last Annual Town Meeting, the 
Water Department borrowed the sum of $60,000.00 for 
Gravel Packed Wells, etc. To date: five Gravel Packed 
Wells have been installed and a new Switch Board has 
been purchased and installed in the Pumping Station. 


New Water Mains installed include the following :— 
1635 feet 6 inch Transite from Lagoon Road along 
Beacon and Webaqua Roads, to connect with the exist- 
ing 8 inch water main on County Road. 

810 feet 6 inch Transite from Columbus Ave., along 
Arlington Ave., to connect with the existing 6 inch main 
on Atlantic Ave. This footage replaces smaller rea 
which have serviced the area for many years. 

825 feet 8 inch Transite from County Road, along 
Worcester Ave., to a dead end on Worcester Ave. 


Thirty two new water services were installed during 
the year. Twenty one of these new services were activated 
immediately following installation and connection.

To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


During the year 1963 Oak Bluffs had an average of 31 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these, 8 are without set- 
tlement in the State, therefore, there is no local expense 
involved in the apportionment by the Federal and State 
Auditors. One hundred and two visits were made to the 
recipients by the Social Worker. This category of assis- 
tance requires that a minimum of two visits per year be 
made and recorded to each case. Total expenditures for 
assistance which includes cash grants and medical care 
was $37,535.92. This decreases the cost of assistance in 
1962 by $6,957.54. 


Recoveries under the Lien Law, Chapter 801 of the 
Acts of 1951 for Old Age Assistance totaled $2,571.40. 
This amount will be reduced by shares which will be re- 
tained by the State Department of Public Welfare as their 
share of these recoveries and also legal fees. 


Medical Assistance for the Aged had an average of 
10 cases for the year 1963. Twenty visits were made to 
recipients by the Social Worker and recorded as the regu- 
lations governing this category of assistance require two 
visits per year. Total expenditures which include cash 
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grants and medical care was $25,244.21. This decreases 
the cost of assistance in 1962 by $5,754.62. 


Effective September 1, 1963 payments on Old Age 
Assistance, Aid to Families with Dependent Children and 
Disability Assistance were increased in accordance with 
an increase in the cost of living as reported by the Di- 
vision of the Necessaries of Life. 


Disability Assistance had an average of 5 cases for 
the year 1963. Eighteen visits were made and recorded 
by the Social Worker as required in this category of as- 
sistance. Total expenditures which include cash grants 
and medical care was $14,243.86. This increases the cost of 
assistance in 1962 by $4,024.97. 


Recoveries were received in the amount of $2,503.70 
for two cases under the category of Disability Assistance. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 4 
cases with 11 recipients. Twenty eight visits were made 
and recorded by the Social Worker as this category of as- 
sistance requires quarterly visits for each case and extra 
visits when required. Total expenditures which include 
cash grants and medical care was $4,603.79. This amount 
increases the cost of assistance in 1962 by $462.99. 


Chapter 566, Acts of 1963 repeals legal settlement in 
determining the amount of reimbursement to be paid by 
the Commonwealth to cities and towns for Old Age As- 
sistance. This Act, which is effective January 1, 1964, also 
increases State reimbursement to 70% of the remainder, 
after Federal reimbursement.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


The provision of adequate space and facilities for our 
pupils continues to be the most pressing problem facing 
your Committee. In the anticipation of new construction 
beginning during the summer, we authorized the staff to 
utilize the limited physical facilities of one building for 
the organization of the school on a temporary basis. 


After interviewing representatives of five architect- 
ural firms, we engaged Perley F. Gilberts Associates to 
draw up plans for a new building, utilizing our foundation 
and incorporating the building into the existing plant. 
The new facility would allow for specialized areas in ac- 
cordance with the present methods of teaching. 


The Architects had estimated that it would cost 
$133,000 to build and originally equip the new school. Your 
Committee asked for the appropriation of this amount, and 
the citizens of Oak Bluffs supported that request. 


Bid proposals and specifications were duly advertised 
on July 18, 1963, and the following two were received and 
publicly opened: 

G. W. Carpenter, Inc. $194,105.00 

Fall River, Massachusetts 
DeSorcy Contracting Company, Inc. $164,967.00 
Vineyard Haven, Massachusetts 


As these were considerable higher than the $133,000 
raised and appropriated by the last Town Meeting, the 
plans and specifications were re-studied and modified. New 
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bids were duly advertised and the following proposals 
were received and publicly opened on December 9, 1963:

South Braintree, Massachusetts 
G. W. Carpenter, Inc. $155,425.00

We now know that the cost is far in excess of the 
estimate. We, therefore, have presented an article for 
the Annual Town Meeting requesting an additional 
$30,000. The lowest general bidder and the lowest sub- 
bidders have agreed not to withdraw their respective bids 
for seventy-five days. 


The temporary organization of conducting crowded 
classes for all grades will of necessity continue in the pres- 
ent school building. The Superintendent of Schools has 
been informed by the Department of Public Safety that 
the rooms in the old school are no longer acceptable for 
classroom use. 


We refer you to the reports of the Superintendent and 
the Administrators for detailed accounts of the operation 
of the school. 


The Committee expresses its appreciation to the citi- 
zens and the staff for their patience, cooperation, under- 
standing, and support.

Dear Dr. Rappaport: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1968. 


The objectives of our schools are rooted in a philoso- 
phy of providing an educational program which features 
excellence in learning. Knowledge is a basic result of ef- 
fective teaching, but we are also concerned with improv- 
ing study skills and developing proper attitudes and habits 
for all students. Through our well equipped classrooms we 
provide many opportunities for each pupil to understand 
better the disciplines of modern subject matter in stim- 
ulating atmospheres. 


The aspects of education which is most remarkable 
today is the “rapidity and extensive nature of change.” 
Our teachers, recognizing the rapid advance of knowledge, 
have been actively engaged in a variety of academic 
experiences in order to improve our educational program. 


The most pressing problem of educational concern is 
the curriculum. In order to make the curriculum meaning- 
ful to our pupils, the selection of course content and the 
sequence of presentation becomes extremely important. In 
our efforts to up-grade our curriculum our staff has 
been examining, evaluating, and studying our present cur- 
riculum and are now preparing preliminary drafts of new 
guides which will emphasize the what and how to teach. 


We have already introduced the Greater Cleveland 
Mathematics Program in our primary grades. Modern 
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Mathematics is 85% old and 15% new. It is nothing start- 
ling. Arithmetic hasn’t changed although methods of 
teaching it have gone through a revolution. Traditionally, 
elementary school children were taught rules; concepts 
came only in higher education. Today, the meaning comes 
first. Pupils from kindergarten onward using modern 
mathematics materials are being taught mathematics con- 
cepts. They are learning why — as well as — how to add, 
subtract, multiply, and divide with an ease and under- 
standing that were previously impossible with traditional 
methods. 


There will be a one-week “new” Mathematics Institu- 
te held on the Island beginning June 15, 1964. This work- 
shop will be under the leadership of Mr. Orville E. Hanson, 
Head of the Mathematics Department, Owatonna High 
School, Owatonna, Minnesota. Already eight educators 
from other school systems have asked to join with forty 
of our teachers in order to become better informed about 
the principles and techniques for exploring the “new” in 
mathematics. 


Education is an investment not an expense. We can 
be proud but not necessarily satisfied with our achieve- 
ments of the recent past. While we take pride in our past 
accomplishments, we shall continue to set higher obejc- 
tives for each succeeding year. 


The Reports of the Principals which follow are in- 
dicative of some of the accomplishments of our schools. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
School Committee, the Administrative staff, and to both 
the teaching and non-teaching personnel for their coop- 
eration and assistance in enlarging the education oppor- 
tunities of our youth.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Charles E. Downs 
Superintendent of Schools 


Dear Mr. Downs: 


To educate a child is to serve well both God and 
country. Therein lies not a platitude but a maxim which 
since time immemorial has been the cornerstone of our 
public school system. 


The implementation of this service has been relegated 
by our community to our Regional School Committee; 
whose policies provide for every boy and girl full de- 
velopment of his individual unique abilities; so that as an 
adult he will be prepared to live happily and usefully with 
his fellow men in a society where each member is con- 
cerned with, and contributes to, the common good. 


In the present decade this is more easily said than 
done. The boys and girls arriving in our classrooms today 
are more knowledgeable than their predecessors. The prob- 
lems they present are different from the problems of yes- 
teryear, for they regard the technological, economic and 
social advances of yesterday as commonplace — things 
that always were: electricity, radio, telephone, television, 
etc. 


Splitting the atom, astronauts in orbit, atomic sub- 
marines, moon shots, are among the technological mar- 
vels within the knowledge of the average child entering 
eur classrooms today. 


Here, at the Regional High School, our concept of 
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education as it is now, and as it will be in the decades that 
lie ahead, 1s being formulated within guide lines neces- 
sarily vastly different from those of even the most recent 
past. This permanency of change is axiomatic. Even to the 
most casual observer of our domestic scene it is evident 
that catalysts are transforming and enlarging the di- 
mensions of the spectrum ‘of educational services and 
needs, and the responsibility for their provision touches 
us all. | 


The community has relegated to the teaching staff, 
the administration, and the school committee of the re- 
gional school the heavy and direct responsibility for edu- 
cating our youth. To this end our educational philosophy 
has been clearly stated: 

“We believe that education should develop critical 

thinking, esthetic values, understanding of self 

and fellows, ability to contribute to our demo- 
cratic society, and the desire to live i in peace with 

our fellow men. We also believe that the purpose 

of education is to provide individuals with know- 

ledge, skills, and methods for producing healthy, 

happy, useful lives in a peaceful society, and that 

we should utilize every practical resource at our 

command to attain these goals.” 


In May, 19638, and at the request of the Regional 
High School, the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools sent a group of eighteen profes- 
sional evaluators to the regional school for the sole pur- 
pose of evaluating our high school system; a system which 
at the time of their arrival was completing its fourth aca- 
demic year of operation. Although it is impossible to in- 
corporate all of the Visiting Committee’s findings in this 
brief report, herewith are some of their findings: 

“The Visiting Committee is profoundly im- 

pressed with the manner in which the staff has 

developed and constantly re-evaluated and im- 
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proved the program of studies. It is also com- 
mendable to note the attention given the students 
individually and collectively. 


“Further praise is due for the high percentage of 
students pursuing courses in social studies, 
science, and mathematics. As long as the current 
attitude of the staff and administration toward 
the program of studies prevails, the school will 
achieve the outcomes indicated in their stated 
philosophy and objectives. 


“The Visiting Committee members were im- 
pressed by the excellent job of maintenance and 
the evident interest and pride that the faculty 
and students have in their school. It was immedi- 
ately evident that the facilities adequately pro- 
vided for the edueational needs of the secon- 
dary level students of this area. 


“The members of the Visiting Committee com- 
mend the citizens of the six communities of Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard for their foresight and interest in 
the educational welfare of their children which 
they have displayed in the building of this mod- 
ern, well-equipped regional school.” 


“I am most happy to report that as a result of the 
Visiting Committee’s Evaluation and recommendation, our 
high school was elected to continued membership in the 
New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 


As we move along into the remaining half of this 
school year plans are already in process to implement a 
Seminar in World Problems and Current Events for in- 
terested sophomores, juniors, and seniors. A workshop in 
Short-Order Cooking for interested junior and senior 
boys is tentatively scheduled for the week beginning Janu- 
ary 26, 1964. 
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The Seminar in Marine Ecology was again offered and 
conducted for interested juniors and seniors and has 
proven to be overwhelmingly popular and beneficial. This 
seminar, provided some of the world’s most noted experts 
in marine biology and who are associated with the Oceano- 
graphic Institute and Bureau of Commercial Fisheries at 
Woods Hole, and the Marine Research Foundation and 
the State Lobster Hatchery of Martha’s Vineyard. It is 
worthy of note to mention that all of these services have 
been made available through the interest of the instruc- 
tors involved who so generously donated their time in 
the interest of our student body. Our profound thanks to 
Dr. George C. Matthiessen of Edgartown for his continued 
help and leadership in directing our marine science semi- 
nars and making it possible for our students to benefit 
from the high calibre of instrutcion which these noted 
scientists continue to convey. This seminar will again be 
offered during the coming spring semester. 


We continue in committee to evaluate and revise our 
curriculum. At the outset of schoo] this year several ad- 
ditional subjects were added to the curriculum; an in- 
clusion made possible by increasing the length of our 
school day from six to seven academic periods. Thes sub- 
jects include American Government, Review College Pre- 
paratory Mathematics, Advanced Mathematics (trigono- 
metry, analytical geometry and calculus), Modern Space 
Science, Earth Science, Spanish IV, and Bookkeeping II. 


The vocal music program has been broadened to pro- 
vide the vocal supervisor with the equivalent of one full 
day of instructing. The instrumental music program con- 
tinues to provide individual instruction in instrumental 
music one day each week with group rehearsals meeting 
after school. The quality, calibre, and participation of our 
young vocalists and instrumentalists is most commendable 
and positively reflects upon the excellence of their in- 
struction. 
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Art classes continue to meet one day a week. Despite 
the limited time allotted, the enthusiasm of the art stu- 
dents is indicative of the work accomplished and in the 
qualification and enthusiasm of the art staff. 


The industrial arts program has been enriched, and 
is now under the direction of two very competent and en- 
ergetic instructors who seemingly have innoculated their 
students with their competence, interest, and ambition. 
This program has been reorganized and currently includes 
woodworking, metals, metal turning, power mechanics 
(including automotive), and, welding. Technical Drawing 
and Blueprint Reading, continues as a separate course but 
will be incorporated within the industrial arts subject 
areas next year. The.month- long work-experience program 
will be continued again this year. 


The flexibility of the business eH aeanon curriculum 
continues whereby“students may pursue a business educa- 
tion in either the clerical or.stenographic courses. General 
Business and Typing are offered to any and all students. 


Within the English department the staff is employing 
a variety of approaches in meeting the néeds of each 
group. We are continuing to increase our supply of neces- 
sary and related materials as well as to coordinate the 
efforts of the English staff with other instructional areas 
within the school. 


Our foreign language department now includes four 
years of Spanish, two years of Latin and two years of 
French. The conspicuous lack of interest on the part of 
students in pursuing Latin and/or French beyond the sec- 
ond year normally required for college entrance is over- 
whelmingly evident, while the continuing increase in the 
Spanish courses indicates that our language offerings for a 
school of our size are realistic while at the same time aca- 
demically and economically in the best interest of our 
students and community. 
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The home economics department continues to develop 
pupil attitudes toward good workmanship within the pres- 
ent curriculum. Consideration is currently being given to 
expanding the home economic’s curriculum to include 
Child Care and Family Living as well as the inclusion of a 
hospitality program. 


The offerings in the mathematics department have 
been so broadened as to allow a greater selection of mathe- 
matics courses for students in all grade levels, irrespective 
of their particular course of study. With the opening of 
school next September courses in Algebra I, Algebra II and 
Trigonometry and Plane Geometry will be conducted under 
the program commonly referred to as the “new mathe- 
matics.” 


The physical education department is very capably 
organized and supervised and is accomplishing a great deal 
despite a very definite need for better outdoor facilities 
which are currently being developed. 


In the science department we are continuing to de- 
velop a flexible program for students of varied abilities 
and interests in all grades. Changes in the content and 
scheduling of science classes have been geared to keep 
pace with technological events and trends in science edu- 
cation. It is anticipated, at this writing, that biology, of- 
fered at the sophomore level, will be placed on the elective 
subject list rather than remain on the required subject 
list, and to add to the science curriculum a second year 
of biology at the junior grade level. This year science 
classes in general science, biology, chemistry and physics, 
have been increased from five to six class periods per 
week. The increase in allotted time has made possible the 
inclusion of double laboratory classes. 


Our social studies department is geared to help the 
student acquire the skills and knowledge essential for good 


democratic citizenship, and for building allegiance to the 
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ideals of American democracy. This year our social studies 
curriculum was revised to provide greater articulation and 
coordination within the social studies offerings. 


The student activity program continues to afford 
students the opportunity for a wide variety of social, in- 
tellectual, and recreational activities. The introduction of 
leisure time activities with carry-over values to adult 
life, e.g., golf, tennis, etc., are needed, but physical facil- 
ities and the availability of trained personnel requires that 
such considerations be given further study. 


The library continues to provide services and facilities 
which are inviting and conducive to learning. On the aver- 
age, over 135 students visit the library daily and the stacks 
display well over 4,000 volumes which include some of the 
most necessary and appropriate research and reference 
materials available to high school students anywhere. The 
addition of a vertical file and the cataloguing and organiza- 
tion of all audio-visual materials are additional services 
provided by the school’s library and its able staff. 


Mr. Ahern, our guidance counselor, reports that there 
are three major phases of the guidance program: counsel- 
ing, information service, and testing. 


No pupil can be judged on the result of one test score. 
Therefore, the testing program continues to be compre- 
hensive in scope and a variety of tests are administered on 
various grade levels in order to gain maximum informa- 
tion for all students. With this information available, in- 
dividual conferences are more beneficial in sharing in- 
formation concerning course offerings, post high school 
educational opportunities, scholarships and loans. 


During the year we have expanded our Work Study 
Program in order to include the seniors in our Business 
Curriculum as well as our Industrial Arts students. 
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The results of a survey of the graduates of the class 
of 1963 are as follows: 


Number of Graduates 52 
Number attending Post Secondary Schools 29 
Number in Armed Forces il 
Number Employed 6 
Number Questionnaires not returned 6 


Of the twenty-nine students attending post secon- 
dary schools twelve received a total of $5,480 from four- 
teen different scholarship funds, some of which are re- 
newable. 


We hope that more parents will share in our guidance 
services by scheduling evening appointments. 


In conclusion I wish to extend my personal thanks 
to the faculty and staff of the Regional High School for 
their excellent cooperation and professional interest in our 
mutual endeavor to provide our students with the calibre 
of education that they both need and deserve; and to the 
community at large whose school committees have provid- 
ed so prudently for the educational development of its 
future citizens.

REPORT OF ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Charles E. Downs 
Superintendent of Schools 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts = 


Dear Mr. Downs: 


As the school year began in September, 1963, it 
was apparent that our first problem was to create, under 
the extremely adverse conditions of insufficient space, 
a school environment of efficient order and sensible mech- 
anical routine. 


At the same time we realized that great care must be 
taken not to omit any essential, possible, for the best in- 
terests of each child on his own level of emotional and 
academic growth. Our paramount interest was and is the 
child himself —to help him completely and fully to de- 
velop his inner resources, so that ultimately he will be 
able to meet the complexities of modern life with a reason- 
able amount of success. We also determined to make, un- 
der what could have been chaos, a happy atmosphere with 
firmness and wise discipline whereby each student could 
develop his academic potentials, a sense of responsibility, 
and an awareness and pride that the school was his. 


To accomplish this it was necessary to develop an 
esprit de corp among the school children, their teachers, 
and the parents. A modified form of student patrol was 
instituted. The eighth graders bore the initial responsi- 
bilities and eagerly accepted under guidance these obliga- 
tions with tremendous success. As the year progresses, the 
seventh graders will gradually assume these duties. Par- 
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ents can be very proud of the interest their children show 
in the care of the school building and grounds. 


The teaching staff, with no exceptions, cooperated 
most willingly. The faculty studied their curriculum 
cuides, made their classrooms as pleasant as possible (and 
in some areas this was a task), and moved wholeheartedly 
to achieve a maximum fulfillment in each teaching and 
learning situation, and to help each child to conquer new 
heights step-by-step conducive with his native ability. 


The parents were asked to cooperate, especially in the 
traditional lunchroom situation. This they did, and we are 
most grateful for their help and understanding. Parents 
were invited to come to school at any tim to observe our 
daily routine and to make, if needed, arrangements for 
further conferences with their children’s teachers. The 
teaching staff was most sincere in extending this invita- 
tion. It is apparent and extremely pleasing to note that a 
pleasant and genuinely happy rapport has been securely 
attained among the children, their parents, and their in- 
structors. 


Our special teachers are constantly trying to perfect 
their areas of education. Mrs. Isabel Geyer has supple- 
mented her vocal program with a successful correlation of 
folk music with the social studies and English curriculums. 
Careful note is made of all television programs on Chan- 
nel 2, so that as many students as possible in our limited 
space may be enriched by these presentations. Her spring 
and Christmas concerts were a delight! 


Robert Bailey has conferred with the director of 
physical education at the Regional High School and is 
emphasizing the skills and techniques in all areas neces- 
sary for standardization throughout the thirteen years of 
school life. He has also divided his student groups more 
efficiently for better game procedures. 


Eugene Baer, to a remarkable degree, inspires origi- 
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nality in the children’s concept of art. His innovations and 
teaching techniques in his field are worthy of note. 


Thomas Mills is working conscientiously with those 
students interested in learning to play various instru- 
ments. He is also trying to stimulate a wider interest and 
participation. 


Mrs. Janet Carpenter, our home economics teacher, is 
very limited this year in her course—again becaues of lack 
of space. However, she is meeting this challenge as effec- 
tively as possible. 


Mrs. Adeline Rappaport graciously comes once each 
week to give her services for the enrichment of our French 
program. This is in correlation with the French teaching 
instructions on Channel 2 for grades four, five, and six. 


New trends and techniques are being incorporated. 
into other academic areas. A modern mathematics pro- 
gram was introduced in the kindergarten class through 
grade three. This will be broadened to include the other 
grades year by year until the continuity of the program 
has been made complete. 


The new science curriculum, completed two years ago 
by the teachers after a series of meetings, is now com- 
pletely in operation. Many and new vital experiments are 
constantly being conducted and thus students “learn by 
doing.” New basic textbooks of the same series have been 
placed in use from grades two through eight inclusive. 
This helps immensely to develop a sound pre-high school 
science background. 


Our reading developmental program is progressing 
well. The Science Research Reading Laboratory is proving 
to be a most effective tool and teaching device. However, a 
remedial reading teacher is needed badly to make our 
reading curriculum attain its greatest effectiveness. In 
connection with this program, next year a new course con- 
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sisting of seventeen instructional periods of Library Sci- 
ence will be taught as a separate unit. This new activity 
will be consistent with standardized library procedures. 
To further strengthen our reading program a new Science 
Research Laboratory of Outlining and Reporting Skills 
will be utilized. 


Our school situation is still, however, far from ideal. 
Our playground deserves considerable remedial attention. 
Our foreign language program should be started on a low 
level and carried out consistently as a daily procedure 
throughout the entire years of the elementary school. An 
effective shop course—one that is sufficient in scope to 
serve the needs of our widely-varying student body is 
badly needed. Our home economics department can be 
greatly strengthened. The use of visual and audio aids— 
film strips, slides, and television programs can be made 
more effective. Our cramped conditions prohibit the suc- 
cessful attainment of these goals. 


Finally, may I express my gratitude to the superin- 
tendent of schools, the members of the school committee, 
the faculty, the students, and the custodians—who, all in 
their respective ways,—have been truly most helpful, in- 
spiring, and cooperative.

Mr. Rogers, Chairman of the Town Hall Construction Commit- 
tee, presented the following repirt for the Committee: “There is 
not much progress that can be reported at this time on the appli- 
cation of the Town for assistance under the Accelerated Public 
Works Program for the construction of a new: Town Hall. We 
have received a communication from Hastines Keith. our Repre- 
sentative in Congress, that he had checked with the Housing and 
Home Finance regarding our application and they have told him 
that the application is still under active consideration. As yet, we 
have received no final decision on the application. 


The town have an agreement with Michael Stevenson, owner 
of the Tivoli Building, of one year’s option to purchase the build- 
ing, which will expire on October 18, 1964. 


The Committee hope that, since 1964 js an election year, that 
favorable approval of this project might be granted for the con- 
struction of a new Town Hall, in the Town of Oak Bluffs, a much 
needed new building in the Town.” : 


VOTED: That the above report be accepted and the Commit- 
tee continue to serve until further action is taken on this project.

“By doing this work it would make it possible to improve the 
appearance and maintain the remaining bathhouses and snack bar 
with the yearly $1,500. budget.”

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Everett A. Rogers, Chairman: 


I hereby submit my yearly report as head of your 
Police Department. 


The Department I believe has shown a marked im- 
provement. Please let me call to your attention the tre- 
mendous amount of traffic (vehicles and pedestrians) 
that was handled in our town last summer. This was 
considered by most merchants to have been the busiest 
in twenty years. The changes made in one way streets, 
eased the congestion in Farland Square and was a tre- 
mendous help in keeping the traffic moving smoothly. 


Accidents on our roads this year totaled 76. Each 
year our roads are traveled more and by more automo- 
biles both summer and winter. 


The Police Cruiser ambulance transported a total 
of 94 patients eas the year to the Martha’s Vineyard 
Hospital. 


The officers of our Department are busy checking 
summer homes so that the owners are afforded the maxi- 
mum of protection. 


During the year the Department handled the fol- 
lowing:

We instituted a bank check at least once a day and 
night, with a record kept of the date and time. We are 
leaving slips at night at 124 establishments. These con- 
sist of business establishments, schools, churches, ete. 
I believe this helps to cover our town as it places the 
officer in every area of the town at some time during the 
night. 


I would like to suggest that the Town give thought 
to a Harbor Patrol during the summer months. The har- 
bor was very busy this summer with boats, like automo- 
biles they will no doubt increase every year. This year 
we had vandalism on the boats, swimming in the channel, 
trying to locate boats that were overdue, and disturbing 
the peace. I believe that with a Harbor Patrol a good 
amount of this could be stopped or at least controlled. 


As we all know, bicycles are a problem on our Main 
Street and near the Post Office. We would like to suggest 
that two more bicycle racks be obtained. One to be placed 
at the corner of Kennebec Avenue and Park Avenue and 
one if possible in the vacant lot between the Bank Build- 
ing and the Martha’s Vineyard Printing Building. This 
I am sure will help the bicycle problem and prevent bi- 
cycles from lying on the sidewalk and leaning on buildings. 
One rack was placed at the entrance to Circuit Avenue 
(Island Theater). 


We instituted this year Special Police and Police Ma- 
trons. To my knowledge this is the first time in Oak 
Bluffs. They were a great help to the Department in 
many ways, also remembering they served without any 
remuneration. 
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As we all know times are changing throughout our 
Country and we are no exception, therefore I believe 
within the near future our town will need additional 
permanent men and they will have to be trained to meet 
police requirements. 


I would at this time like to thank all Town Depart- 
ments for their cooperation and extend my thanks to all 
island Police Departments, Sheriff’s Department, State 
Police and local Registry of Motor Vehicle office for their 
help and cooperation, and to the citizens of our town 
winter and summer. A special thank you to the officers 
of my Department for a job well done.

Leisure Time Activities for Old Age Assistance re- 
cipients was increased from $5.00 to $6.00 per month. 
Effective June 1st the budget item for fuel for recipients 
maintaining their own homes was adjusted to provide 
an allowance on a year round basis rather than seasonal. 


The law with regard to personal exemptions in in- 
come for children whose parents are receiving Old Age 
Assistance or Medical Assistance for the Aged was in- 
creased. Married children have increased exempted in- 
comes to $6,000. An additional $1,200 a year exemption 
is allowed for each dependent other than spouse. 


Recoveries under the Lien Law, Chapter 801 of the 
Acts of 1951 for Old Age Assistance totaled $661.58. This 
amount will be reduced by shares which will be retained 
by the State Department of Public Welfare as their share 
of these recoveries and also legal fees. 
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Effective January 1, 1964, the hospital rate at the 
Martha’s Vineyard Hospital for public assistance cases 
was increased from $23.80 to $28.50 per diem. 


Social services have been provided for Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children, to help families and individuals 
to maintain or restore themselves as useful, productive 
individuals by assisting them to become self-supporting, 
independent, able to care for themselves and to afford 
them the opportunity to participate in community life. 


These social services have been extended for aged 
and disabled individuals, which in Massachusetts, includes 
. applicants and recipients of Old Age Assistance, Medical 
Assistance for the Aged, and Disability Assistance. The 
object of these services to adult individuals is helping 
aged recipients to attain self-care and, as far as possible, 
helping disabled recipients to attain self-care and self- 
support. 


Following a social study and case evaluation, a sys- 
tematic and appropriate plan of treatment is developed 
for each individual. Recipients of Old Age Assistance 
and Disability Assistance being in need of social services 
are visited as often as necessary to provide the needed 
services, but not less frequently than once every three 
months. The same services apply for Medical Assistance 
for the Aged recipients who are in institutions. 


On August 20, 1964 the Economic Act of 1964 was 
passed by Congress and signed by the President. This 
program is aimed specifically at one million young people 
who have not completed secondary education, who have 
been unable to find a satisfactory job, and whose ready 
and arithmetic skills range from the 4th to 7th grade 
levels.

During the current year, work on the five Gravel 
Packed Wells and the installation of a new forty H.P. 
Motor was completed. | 


_ The water main on Naumkeag Avenue was replaced 
and extended, using six-inch transite pipe. Total footage 
765’. Likewise the small water main on Pall Mall and 
Bridge Streets was replaced with six-inch transite pipe. 
Total footage 928’. 


New Mains installed include the following: 


360’ six-inch transite pipe along Linden Avenue from 
Newton Avenue to a dead end on Linden Avenue. 


237’ six-inch transite pipe plus 91’ four-inch transite 
pipe along Webster Avenue from Winemack Street to a 
dead end on Webster Avenue. 


1326’ eight-inch transite pipe along Worcester Ave- 
nue from a dead end on Worcester Avenue to connect 
with an existing eight-inch main on Newton Avenue. 


The existing six-inch main on Herald Avenue from 
Circuit Avenue to Kennebec Avenue was discontinued. 


As voted at Town Meetings, four new Hydrants have 
been installed for the Fire Department. 
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The Water Department replaced two antiquated hy- 
drants with new Darling Hydrants. 


Twenty-two new water services were installed during 
the year, eleven of which were activated immediately 
following installation. Several water services were re- 
newed.

Of the sixty-six calls only eighteen were by box, 
eleven by tapper and thirty-seven silent, which certainly 
shows that we will benefit immensely from the new pro- 
posed Central Communication Center. This system is to 
be in operation by the first of December of this year. 
It undoubtedly will give our summer visitors an added 
sense of security knowing that they have a faster and a 
more positive response to their distress calls. 


At this time I should explain simply, how this sys- 
tem would answer a fire call. There will be one number 
for all fire calls which will be received at the Central 
Communication Center. (Located at the Dukes County 
Airport.) 
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For a fire in Oak Bluffs a number would ring which 
would call all firemen to report to their respective sta- 
tions. Upon reaching their station, they would be con- 
tacted by radio and given specific information as to the 
location and type of fire. Receivers will be installed in 
homes of certain officers of the various companies so that 
single or as many as necessary pieces of equipment can 
answer silent alarms as directed by the head of this de- 
partment. We have asked for enough money in the 1965 
Budget necessary to adapt our system to the new com- 
munication system. All our present fire boxes will be in 
operation. 


We wish to thank all our citizens and the other 
town departments for their splendid co-operation.

(b). Ne person or persons shall sleep in any motor 
vehicle on private property unless they have permission 
to do so by the person or persons in lawful possession of 
said property. Whoever violates this by-law shall be fined 
not more than twenty dollars.” 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to adopt 
the following by-law: 1. “No operator of a bicycle shall 
permit same to be operated at night without a light on 
the front and red reflectors on the rear.

To see if the town will vote to accept 
Shawanue Avenue, from Bradford Court to Newton Ave- 
nue, as petitioned for and laid out by the Selectmen; and 
to raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars for the cost of survey and the clearing of said 
way, or take any other action relative thereto. (Recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee.) 


ARTICLE 30. To see what action the town will 
take on the following provisions of the General Laws 
(General Laws (Ter. Ed.) C. 148. Sec. (3-0): “Each city 
and town shall provide by ordinance or by-law for the 
appointment of an inspector of gas piping and gas appli- 
ances in buildings who shall be a licensed plumber or 
licensed gas fitter. Said inspector shall enforce the rules 
and regulations adopted by the board established under 
Section 12H of Chapter 25.” 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $450.00 or any other sum for 
the compensation of any inspector of gas piping and gas 
appliances appointed under any by-law established by a 
vote under Article 30. (Recommended by the. Finance 
Committee.) 


ARTICLE 32. ‘To see if the town will vote to adopt 
the following resolution: WHEREAS, the General Court 
sitting as a Constitutional Convention, did on July 16, 
1963, give initial approval to a Home Rule amendment 
to the State Constitution, and WHEREAS, this bill of 
rights for local governments requires a second approval 
by the members of the General Court during this legisla- 
tive session, and WHEREAS, we, as members of this 
Town Meeting, feel competent to handle the affairs of 
our town without strict supervision by the Commonwealth 
of our every act and deed. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that this 
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town meeting hereby instructs its Representatives to the 
General Court to vote in favor of the Home Rule Proposal 
(H 1884 of 1963 as revised — summarized below*) when 
it comes before them, or take any other action relative 
thereto. » 


*PROPOSED HOME RULE AMENDMENT. 
SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment would annul Article II of 
the Amendments to the Constitution, as amended, which 
authorizes the Legislature to establish cities in certain 
towns and to provide for ward, or other meetings, for 
resentative town meeting forms of government in certain 
other towns, and substitute therefor a new Article II. 
the election of constitutional officers and to establish rep- 


The proposed new Article II consists of nine sections. 
Section I states an intent to grant and confirm the right 
of local self government in local matters subject to the 
Article and laws thereunder. 


Section 2 provides that any city or town shall have 
the power to adopt or revise a charter, or to amend its 
existing charter, through procedures specified in the 
Article, city government being restricted to towns of 
twelve thousand or more and representative town meeting 
government to towns of six thousand or more. 


Section 3 provides for adoption or revisions of a 
charter on petition by fifteen per cent of the voters; the 
submission to the voters of the question and for the 
nomination and election, of a charter commission; in the 
event of an afiirmative vote the nine candidates who 
individually receive the greater number of votes to be 
declared elected. 


_ The charter or revised charter is to be submitted 
within ten months to the city council or selectmen, who 
shall provide for publication and for submitting it to a 
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vote at least two months thereafter, the charter or revised 
charter to be effective if it is approved by a majority of 
the voters voting thereon. 


Under Section 4 amendments to a charter may be 
proposed by a two-thirds affirmative vote of the members 
of the legislative body of a city or town voting thereon, 
except that in cities having mayors the mayor must 
concur, and changes relating to composition, elections, 
or term of the legislative body, mayor, city manager, 
selectmen or town manager shall be made only by the 
procedure for charter adoption. All charter amendments 
are to be published and submitted for approval as pro- 
vided for adoption or revision of a charter. 


Section 5 provides for duplicate certificates setting 
forth any charter adopted, revised or amended, by the 
city or town clerk, one to be deposited in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, the other in the records 
of the city or town, and that all courts may take judicial 
notice thereof. 


Under Section 6 any city or town by ordinance or 
by-law may exercise any authority the Legislature has 
power to confer on it, which is not inconsistent with the 
Constitution or laws enacted by the General Court in 
conformity with the powers reserved to it in Section 8, 
and which is not denied to the city or town by its charter. 
It is provided that the section shall apply to every city 
or town whether or not it has adopted a charter. 


Under Section 7, nothing in the Article is to be 
deemed to grant a city or town power to (1) regulate 
elections; (2) levy, assess or collect taxes; (3) borrow 
money or pledge its credit; (4) dispose of park land: 
(5) enact private or civil law governing civil relation- 
ships except as an exercise of an independent municipal 
power or; (6) define and provide for the punishment of 
a felony or to impose imprisonment except as may be 
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authorized by the General Court in conformity to the 
powers reserved to it by section 8 of the Article, nor 
shall the provisions of the Article be deemed to diminish 
the judicial powers of the Commonwealth. 


Under Section 8 the General Court shall have power 
to act in relation to cities and towns only by general laws 
applying alike to all, or to a class of not fewer than two 
except for special laws enacted, (1) on prior petition 
approved by the voters, the local legislative body, or the 
town meeting, relating to the city or town; (2) by a two- 
thirds affirmative vote of each branch of the General 
Court following a recommendation by the Governor; 
(3) establishing metropolitan or regional entities embrac- 
ing two or more cities or towns or part thereof for a 
public purpose and granting powers thereto; or (4) lim- 
ited to incorporation or dissolution or cities and towns 
as entities, alteration of boundaries, or merger or consoli- 
dation of cities or towns. 


Subject thereto the General Court may provide op- 
tional plans of municipal government and the adoption 
thereof by vote, subject to the restrictions as to popula- 
tion already set out. The section is to apply to every city 
or town whether or not it has adopted a charter. 


Under Section 9 all special laws relating to individual 
cities or towns are to remain in effect and have the force 
of an existing charter, but are to be subject to change 
in accordance with the provisions of sections 3 and 4. 


ARTICLE 38. ‘To see if the town will accept as a 
town road the section of State Highway locally known 
as New York Avenue, Lake Avenue, Oak Bluffs Avenue 
and Sea View Avenue from Commercial Avenue, or East 
Chop Drive to Lake Avenue, (Station 88 + 31.11 to Sta- 
tion 108 + 13.94 equals Station 291 + 58.70 to Station 
287 + 00), or take any other action relative thereto. 
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Hereof fail not and give public notice by causing 
this notice to be posted in two or more places in the 
town at least seven days before the time of said meeting, 
and published in the Vineyard Gazette. And make due 
return of this warrant with your doings thereon to the 
Town Clerk at the time and place specified.

To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs; 

The new elementary school has been constructed and 
is now occupied with grades kindergarten through three. 
Your committee is very pleased with the outcome of the 
plans and we feel we have a very well-built, modern 
and efficient school. There is still much more to be done 
in furnishing the classrooms. 


It is the desire of your committee to have the entire 
area around both buildings graded, seeded, and properly 
drained, and to have some areas hard-topped. To obtain 
this goal we are looking forward to your assistance with 
special articles in the town warrant. 


With the enactment by the State of a new minimum 
salary for teachers of $5,000, a new salary schedule is 
necessary.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

Dear Dr. Rappaport: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year end- 
ing December, 1964. 


Each year brings an increased awareness of the 
importance of education. Each year additional responsi- 
bilities must be met by those who serve the schools. 
I am proud to report that these stresses are not a cause 
for us to become faint of heart. They are, instead, a 
stimulus to courage and confidence. Our teachers have 
accepted the challenges and thrive on them. 


Curriculum development is the number one problem 
of educational concern. Our professional staff has devoted 
an extraordinary amount of time in the preparation of 
guidelines for use in our classrooms. Through continuing 
studies in educational institutes and post graduate 
courses, our teachers have kept abreast with modern 
acceptable trends in methods and content of subject 
matter. Our school takes no heed of the poet’s command 


“Be not the first by whom the new are tried, 


Nor yet the last to lay the old aside.” 
When the old is good, we shall never put it aside; when 
the new is for the best we shall dare to take it untried. 
During the past two years we have put aside the tradi- 
tional methods of teaching arithmetic and have intro- 
duced the Greater Cleveland Mathematics Program with 
gratifying results. We shall cotninue to explore the “new” 
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in all curriculum areas. 


Each year we are called upon to spend more money 
for education. Education costs more not because we have 
no regard for the public treasury but because we have 
regard for our responsibilities. Education is an invest- 
ment in people and our responsibility is to prepare the 
pupils of today for the world of tomorrow. Nobody knows 
exactly what kind of future we shall have. However, 
we do know that children who entered the first grade 
this year can expect to live through three decades of the 
next century. We do know that, in this future age of 
automation, there is no room at the bottom. We have 
only to read the advertisements in today’s publications 
to realize that positions of stature are open only to the 
highly educated. Present research indicates that a boy 
or girl who doesn’t get a high school education has only 
four chances out of one hundred of getting any kind 
of job. 


With this knowledge we accept our responsibilities. 
We ask you to share the burden so that it can be said 
that we gave the excellence which was in use for the 
improvement of our schools and that our actions and 
our deeds made the difference which led to the success 
of education in our day. 

The Reports of the Principals which follow are in- 
dicative of some of the accomplishments and proposed 
goals of our schools. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
School Committee, the Administrative staff, and to both 
the teaching and non-teaching personnel for their co- 
operation and assistance in enlarging the education oppor- 
tunities of our youth.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Mr. Charles E. Downs 
Superintendent of Schools 
Dear Mr. Downs: 


I hereby submit the high school report for the year 
ending December 31, 1964. 


A five-year student drop-out study has been com- 
pleted, and I am happy to report the percentages of drop- 
out for the first frve year period, 1959-1964, as follows: 


Year Girls Boys Total 
1959-60 2.89 % 3.20% 6.09% 
1960-61 1.58 2.16 3.74 
1961-62 2.19 1.26 3.45 
1962-63 1.55 1.86 3.41 
1963-64 1.45 1.45 2.90 


It is clearly evident that as of the last academic year 
the holding power of the high school is worthy of com- 
mendation, enjoying a holding power of 97.1%. In the 
light of the national drop-out rate, ranging from 
30%-40%, the citizens of Martha’s Vineyard have good 
reason to take pride in their children in general, and in 
their modern school plant, staff, and curriculum in 
particular. 


Although we have reason to take pride in our very 
low drop-out rate, we are still concerned with that small 
percentage of students that leave school, and it behooves 
us all to develop ways and means of curbing, still more, 
our high school drop-outs. To that degree the Work- 
Experience Program has, this year, been extended to 


- 6% 
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provide the student with a full year’s experience and 
geared to his individual interests and skills. 


In Octobr, 1964, Department Chairmen were ap- 
pointed to serve for a period of two years. Department 
Chairmen will be relief upon for more than nominal! 
leadership, and are urged and encouraged to continue 
in the study of new movements and practices in their 
fields, and have contact with department chairmen or 
department heads in other fields in higher or lower 
Schools. Such contact should assist in coordinating and 
articulating instruction between departments and between 
School levels, especially within our own school system. 


The articulation of curriculum is our present goal: 
from grade to grade, department to department, elemen- 
tary school to secondary school, and secondary school te 
institutions of higher learning. Articulation becomes 
increasingly important in school districts since as their 
size increases communication between teachers, even 
within the same grade or subject, increases in difficulty. 
In order to provide the desired cohesiveness and coordi- 
nation of the total school program some type of mutual 
understanding between teachers in different areas of the 
program becomes imperative. 


Our schools and their respective staffs have begun 
fo coordinate our educational programs; a task which 
involves every teacher, supervisor, and administrator in 
our school system. The combined skills, experience, and 
training of our educators assures us all that our goal 
will be attained and to the benefit of all our students in 
all our schools. 


Mrs. George Costa, Chairman of the Business De- 
partment, reports as follows: 


Several years ago the business education course of 
study was broadened to include two tracks: 1) Secre- 
tarial and 2) Clerical. 
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The inclusion of the clerical course has, as antici- 
pated, attracted more male students who previously had 
no interest in secretarial-stenographic careers. In addi- 
tion it provides the terminal student with marketable 
skills immediately upon graduation from high school. 


Evaluation of the business curriculum continues and 
research indicates that the time is upon us when we 
must, if we are to keep them abreast of up-to-date busi- 
ness practices, think seriously about providing our busi- 
ness students with experiences in the theory and opera- 
tion of bookkeeping machines. 


The ratio of electric typewriters to manual machines 
has been increased during the past year and future plans 
are to increase this ratio so that typing students, irre- 
spective of course, may be exposed to more adequate and 
variable experiences on the electric typewriter. 


Mr. James Adams, Driver Training Instructor, re- 
ports as follows: 


In the calendar year 1964, sixty-seven students com- 
pleted the prescribed thirty class hours of driving in- 
struction. Twenty-one of these students have completed 
their behind-the-wheel instruction and have been duly 
certified and licensed. The remaining forty-six students 
are now completing their required six clock hours of 
driver observation and their required six clock hours of 
behind-the-wheel driving in preparation for their road 
test for subsequent certification by the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 


Parents should be informed that by law no student 
is allowed behind-the-wheel instruction until he has taken 
and passed the examination for a Learner’s Permit as 
administered by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles. Also, 
any student failing to pass a road test three times, as 
administered by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles, must 
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wait six months from the date he was issued a Learner’s 
Permit before he can apply for re-examination; and then 
he must first take and pass another exam for another 
Learner’s Permit. 


Mr. Joseph Robichau, Chairman of the English De- 
partment, reports as follows: 


For several years an examination of the reading 
sections of the Iowa Tests of Educational Development, 
and other tests of reading, have shown a marked increase 
in the reading skills of most students. The reading instruc- 
tion of our elementary schools deserves much credit in 
this area of developmental and remedial reading. 


There are still a few students who need extra work 
in reading comprehension, speed, and vocabulary. This 
year in an attempt to meet this need a regular English 
teacher with training in the teaching of reading, was 
assigned to conduct classes in developmental reading, 
and a special part-time reading teacher was engaged to 
work with students in need of remedial work. 


The classes are small, informal, and meet regularly. 
Because of the small size of each class a great deal of 
individual assistance is given. It is our hope that the 
results of these reading programs will aid students to 
read faster with understanding and enable them to get 
more out of their school work. 


Mr. Milton Weissberg, Chairman of the Foreign Lan- 
guage Department, reports as follows: 


The foreign language offerings at the Regiona} High 
School include Latin I & II, French I & II, and Spanish 
I, Il, IJ, and IV, with 140 students enrolled in one or 
more of the above classes. 


A monthly meeting is conducted at which all depart- 
ment members cooperate to improve the teaching of 
language in all its phases. Members of the staff have 
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visited language classes in neighboring high schools to 
broaden the teaching perspective locally. A plan to insti- 
tute a FLES Program (Foreign Languages for Elemen- 
tary Schools) is being considered. 


At present the language instruction is supplemented 
with film strips, accompanying tapes, and other audio- 
visual teaching aids; but the need for a language labora- 
tory to further broaden and perfect skills in this area is 
imperative. | 


All language students participate in using the lan- 
guage being studied in the classroom as well as in the 
annual Christmas assembly, and the annual National For- 
eign Language Week assembly. 


The Department Chairman annually attends the 
Northeast Conference of Language Teachers. 


Mrs. Phillip Drew, Chairman of the Home Economics 
Department, reports as follows: 


The real value of a homemaking program can be 
determined only after a girl has established a home of 
her own. National studies show students recall skills they 
have practiced more than principles taught by demon- 
stration or textbook. Therefore, each student is encour- 
aged to work on individual projects to develop confidence 
and ability. 


The Home Economics Department continues to em- 
phasize the practice of skills related to clothing construc- 
tion techniques and food preparation by devoting maxi- 
mum time to laboratory experiences. 


Mr. Gerald Paradis, Chairman of the Industrial Arts 
Department, reports as follows: 


The Industrial Arts Department has in the past year 
acquired additional textbooks, tools, and equipment, and 
accordingly has been able to expand considerably the 
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scope and depth of its courses of study which include 
technical drawing, metalworking, woodworking, and 
power mechanics. 


Good use has been made of all free or low cost serv- 
ices in supplementing present audio-visual teaching aids; 
especially the use of the State Surplus Property Agency. 


The Industrial Arts Department continues to provide 
work-experience opportunities for students desiring to 
familiarize themselves with real on-the-job situations in 
the community. 


Mr. John W. Mayhew, Jr., Chairman of the Mathe- 
matics Department, reports as follows: 


The following quote appeared in a pamphlet orig- 
inally published by the National Counctil of Teachers of 
Mathematics in 1957: 


. More specifically, our country’s immediate prob- 
lem is one of spotting these students (competent in 
mathematics), helping them to develop interest in 
mathematics, and planning a mathematics program 
that will be effective in producing the competence 
desired.” 


This is certainly just as true today as it was then, 
and we in the Mathematics Department are very much 
aware of our responsibility in trying to alleviate this 
problem. 


Members of the Mathematics Department and the 
Principal of the Regional High School, with the above 
in mind, have met both with the principals and the 
mathematics teachers of the three ‘“‘down-island”’ schools 
in an initial attempt to co-ordinate the efforts of these 
four schools in this field. 


A conscientious effort is being made by members of 
the Mathematics Department to keep abreast of new 
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developments in their field. Several weekly and monthly 
mathematical publications are available to members of 
the department. In addition, members of the department 
have recently taken refresher courses in differential and 
integral calculus and/or attended mathematics summer 
institutes. Students have been urged to audit two excel- 
lent television programs; one, ““Mathematics in Western 
Culture,” given three times a week in the morning; the 
other, “Introduction to Calculus,” given once a week in 
the evening. Some members of the department are also 
auditing these courses. 


Several fine mathematics books have been added to 
the school library and students are encouraged to make 
use of these by being required to write term papers on 
topics found therein. A considerable amount of “enrich- 
ment” material is available for the intellectually curious 
student wishing to do more than the minimum amount 
of work required for credit. 


In conclusion, I would like to say that I have received 
the fullest possible cooperation from all members of the 
department at all times, and their many helpful sugges- 
tions have been greatly appreciated. 

Mrs. Cyrus Norton, School Librarian and Coordinator 
of Audio-Visual Aids, reports as follows: 


Our library continues to expand. The circulation and 
attendance figures surpass previous years. We have ac- 
cessioned 4,446 books. Our shelves contain 4,235 volumes, 
of which 414 were added this year. The quality of our 
material compares favorably with that in high schools 
of comparable size. Subscriptions to thirty-four maga- 
zines and three newspapers are available. 


Several activities pertaining to the library work were 
undertaken. Last February we participated in the Books 
on Exhibit Program. This national exhibiting program, 
recommended by the State Department of Education, was 
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well attended. During National Library Week faculty and 
Students cooperated in arranging displays apropos to the 
annual slogan. The members of the Martha’s Vineyard 
Library Association convened at the regional school li- 
brary for its fall meeting. 


The library appreciates and extends thanks to all 
who contributed books, money, subscriptions, and other 
thoughtful remembrances. 


Mrs. William Geyer and Mr. Thomas Mills, of the 
Music Department, report as follows: 


Our Music Department continues to enjoy the par- 
ticipation of approximately ninety students who are en- 
gaged in a variety of music instruction and activities 
which include the Girls’ Glee Club, Mixed Glee Club, 
Christmas Assembly, Spring’ Choral and Instrumental 
Concerts, as well as participation in our annual Com- 
mencement Exercises. 


We continue to provide individual and group instruc- 
tion in both vocal and instrumental music, with group 
rehearsals for chorus and band and orchestra meeting 
after school. 


An addition to our music program is the Exchange 
Concert Series with the Dennis-Yarmouth Regional High 
School. This home and away concert program, begun last 
year, is, we hope, the beginning of a long and desirable 
tradition. 


Mr. A. Douglas Stewart, Chairman of the Science 
Department, reports as follows: 


The attendance on the part of two-thirds of our 
science staff at summer institutes provided by the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, have enriched the quality of 
our science program by the subsequent inclusion of new, 
more up-to-date concepts, and techniques of instruction. 


The addition of the new Science Study Series to the 
school’s library, coupled with the annual Science Fair, 
and audio-visual aids for science instruction, as well as 
the Saturday morning seminar in Marine Ecology, con- 
tinues to identify our science program as comprehensive 
and effective in scope and sequence. 


Mr. Francis Pachico, Director of Athletics and Physi- 
cal Education, reports as follows: 


The year 1964 was a most successful one for our 
athletic teams. Our football and basketball teams com- 
piled their best won-loss records in the short history of 
our regional school. Our cross-country and track and field 
teams were equally successful and finished third in the 
Southeastern Massachusetts Cross-Country League. 


Our Physical Education program has again placed 
emphasis on the late President Kennedy’s physical fitness 
program. Fitness was our slogan throughout the year. 
As a climax to our endeavors we again participated in 
the Second Annual U.S. Marine Corps Physical Fitness 
Meet held in New Bedford last spring, and again our 
school earned a very impressive second place berth and 
with it a handsome trophy to symbolize meritorious 
achievement. 


Our sports schedules have increased over the past 
two years, and for the first time have been able to sched- 
ule six girls’ basketball games with off-island schools. 


At present we are planning to start a Crew Team 
this spring under the coaching of Rev. Henry Bird, a 
past, accomplished, athlete in this sport. A four-man shell 
has been donated to the high school by Brown and Nichols 
College and is being overhauled by the students in prepa- 
ration for spring practice. Additional shells are being 
sought from a variety of agencies and it is hoped they 
ean be attained at no cost to the school. 
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Mr. Elliott Knight, Chairman of the Social Studies 
Department, reports as follows: 


Young people need deep insights into our democratic 
heritage and firm loyalty to the values inherent therein. 
Persons with a rich background in social studies, such 
as our school provides, acquire more than information 
about man’s continuing struggle for freedom. Such indi- 
viduals develop a sense of personal dedication and loyalty 
to free institutions. They are able to recognize the 
struggle for freedom wherever it occurs and to detect, 
appraise, and overcome the enemies of freedom in what- 
ever guise they appear. Above all, they possess an abiding 
faith in their American heritage, and accept responsi- 
bility for preserving and improving the ideals and prac- 
tices it represents. 


As an enrichment to our present social studies pro- 
gram and in the knowledge that young people can become 
more mature persons capable of dealing with the pressing 
problems of this age of anxiety, we are instituting, for 
all students in all social studies classes, a unit of study 
entitled, “You and the Law.” The core of this unit will 
be based on a booklet recommended by Judge James Boyle 
of the District Court, and made available through the 
generosity of the Martha’s Vineyard Lions Club. The 
booklet, “You and the Law” has been printed in coopera- 
tion with the Lincoln Filene Center for Citizenship and 
Public Affairs at Tufts University. 


It is the purpose of this unit of study to acquaint 
the student with the law so that he will not allow a mis- 
take in judgment, or ignorance of the law, to be the 
factor which brings him to court. 


Miss Patricia Brown, School Nurse, reports as 
follows: 


School Health Services offers the students in grades 
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ten and twelve and all students participating in competi- 
tive sports, physicals administered by the school physi- 
cian. 


Vision, hearing, heights and weight of all students 
are checked annually. 


A Diphtheria-Tetanus Toxoid Booster Clinic spon- 
sored by the Boards of Health was given in school with 
334 students receiving the toxoid. 


The Tine Tuberculin Test was offered to grades ten, 
eleven, and twelve with 273 students and staff members 
receiving this test. 


Beginning in 1965 the Tine Tuberculin Test will be 
given to grade ten only. 


Mr. Eugene Baer, Art Supervisor, reports as follows: 


This course offers the elective art student a solid 
foundation in the basic fundamentals of art, a chance to 
investigate a wide assortment of media, and an oppor- 
tunity for unlimited self-expression. 


Creatively aware, sensitively alive, the student work 
exhibited in the art display case continues to win new 
friends and to highlight the suecess of the high school 
art program. 


As a result of this program many of these same 
young artists were invited to exhibit their talents in the 
summer showcase of the Island Craft Center. 


Mr. John Ahern, Guidance Director, reports as 
follows: 


At the present time the Guidance Department is in 
the process of tabulating a five-year follow-up study of 
all graduates of the Regional High School. The informa- 
tion gained from this five-year study is an invaluable 
indicator as to the effectiveness of our high school pro- 
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gram and a compass as to the direction our future pro- 
grams should take. 


This year 257 transcripts were forwarded to colleges 
and universities, schools of business, and the armed serv- 
ices. Of the eighty-three graduates in the Class of 1964: 


34 are attending degree-granting institutions 
11 are attending other post-secondary schools 
21 are gainfully employed 

10 are in the armed services 

7 are married 


This class, in pursuit of their education, has done 
exceptionally well in obtaining financial assistance from 
many different sources. Fourteen thousand, one hundred 
dollars ($14,100.00) has been awarded to nineteen mem- 
bers of this class as a result of scholarships and various 
financial aid programs. 


Representatives from various schools and colleges 
continue to visit the high school. Approximately fifteen 
representatives addressed interested juniors and seniors 
during the year. 


The Freshman orientation program was extended in 
1964. This program is geared to prepare the freshman 
in social, academic, and emotional problems that he might 
encounter in his high school career. 


The First Annual Alumni Day was conducted on 
Tuesday, December 22. High School Graduates, now at- 
tending post-secondary schools, the armed services, or 
residing on the Vineyard, related their experiences to 
members of the two upper classes. The exchange of ideas 
and experiences between faculty and alumni proved to 
be very beneficial. 


This year, as in past years, we continue to offer 
Saturday morning seminars in two areas: 1) Marine Ecol- 
ogy, directed by Dr. George C. Matthiessen, and 2) World 
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Problems and Current Events, directed by Mrs. LeRoy 
Erickson. We are fortunate, indeed, to be able to pro- 
vide for our students these enrichments to their basic 
academic diet which have been made possible only through 
the conscientious cooperation of our highly qualified 
directors. : 


Now in our second year of adult education it appears 
that adult education has become well established as an 
important cooperative community enterprise. This year’s 
enrollment is 269 adults enrolled in nineteen different 
classes. 


Our greatest handicap, as concerns adult education, 
is not in terms of numbers enrolled in any one class, but 
rather in terms of finding qualified and available instruc- 
tors to teach the great variety of subjects that our resi- 
dents have indicated a desire to pursue. We are greatly 
indebted to our present adult education instructors who 
include: Prof. Donald A. Roberts, Dr. Dwight Salmon, 
Dr. George C. Matthiessen, Mr. Colbert Smith, Mrs. Bruce 
Littlefield, Mr. Paul Chase, Mrs. Joseph Leonard, Mr. 
Gerald Paradis, and Mr. Maitland Graves. 


| As we close the journal for the year 1964, we do so 
with one final entry: my sincere personal and professional 
thanks and appreciation to the faculty and staff of the 
Regional High School for their excellent cooperation and 
professional endeavors in providing for our students the 
quality of education that is their heritage; and to the 
community as a whole, whose elected representatives 
to our school committees continues to conscientiously 
provide for the educational excellence of its future 
citizens.

Dear Mr. Downs: 


We are eagerly awaiting the completion of the new 
building, which will make available broader resources and 
more efficient facilities for the enrichment of our cur- 
riculum. 


A general shop course for boys in grades five, six, 
seven, and eight will be offered. A more complete home 
economics program will be effectively carried on, and a 
far more satisfactory audio-visual program will be 
utilized. 


Our reading program has been strengthened by hav- 
ing Mrs. Gordon do considerable developmental work in 
this area. The newer mathematics curriculum has ad- 
vanced to grade four and next year the fifth grade will 
be introduced to it. The Parent-Teacher Conference was 
successful with around eighty per cent attendance. We 
were sorry to have our janitor or many years, Marion 
Ameral, retire. His successor, Ralph Landers, is conscien- 
tious, cooperative and capable. 


We are fortunate to have on the faculty several ex- 
perienced teachers of long standing who are dedicated 
to the ideals of the teaching profession, and who gen- 
uinely realize that teaching transcends science and be- 
comes an art. These gifted teachers also lend their sup- 
port and guidance to the newer members of the faculty. 
By their example and encouragement they help these Iss 
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experienced ones to perfect their techniques of instruc- 
tion and to become acquainted with our objective. 


Our sole aim is, of course, the child. We use every 
resource and technique available to analyze each pupil, 
so that we may help him better to develop and to realize 
his potentials. We are conscientiously attempting to stim- 
ulate the indifferent one, to curb reasonably the aggres- 
sive one, to help the shy one, and to inspire them all to 
seek knowledge and truth.

Report of Annual Town Meeting, 
February 10, 1965 


The adjourned town meeting reconvened at 7 p.m. with 
Benjamin F. Morton, the Moderator, calling the meeting to order. 
The Moderator, who presided at the meeting, called upon Rev. 
George A. Hill, Jr., Pastor of Trinity Methodist Church in Oak 
Bluffs, to offer the prayer before proceeding with the business 
contained in the warrant for the annual town meeting.

Leisure Time Activities for Old Age Assistance only 
was increased from $6.00 to $11.50 per month effective 
November 1, 1965. 


Re-investigation and reconsideration of a case is 
made whenever a situation changes, but at least one 
within a 12 month period in Old Age Assistance and 
Medical Assistance for the Aged. Visits must be made at 
least once in every six months under the category of 
Disability Assistance and once in every three months 
under the category of Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children. 


The 1965 amendments to Title II of the Social Se- 
curity Act increased the benefits of current OASDI 
beneficiaries, and broadened eligibility for OASDI to new 
groups of individuals. An increase of approximately 
seven per cent across-the-board in payments to all present 
beneficiaries was made retroactive to January 1965. 
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The imminent enactment of proposed Federal legisla- 
tion which will affect payment for medical care of public 
assistance recipients 65 years of age and over makes it 
necessary to improve the referral system for exchange 
of entitlement data between boards of public welfare and 
the Social Security Administration. All public assistance 
applicants and recipients age 65 and over who were not 
Social Security beneficiaries have now been assigned 
Social Security numbers. 


One of the 1965 amendments to the Social Security 
Act, which becomes effective on January 1, 1966 raises 
the Federal financial participation for OAA, DA and 
AFDC. Total Federal financial participation amounts to 
$57.50 monthly per case in OAA and $50.00 monthly per 
case in DA. In AFDC $22.00 per month for each eligible 
child and parent included in the grant. 


Recoveries under the lien law, Chapter 801 of the 
Acts of 1951 for Old Age Assistance total $3,890.74. This 
amount will be reduced by shares which will be retained 
by the State Department of Public Welfare as their share 
of these recoveries and also legal fees. Recoveries under 
Disability Assistance total $1,333.00 and under Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children total $1,797.00. 


Present hospital rate at the Martha’s Vineyard Hos- 
pital for public assistance cases which became effective 
January 1, 1965 is $27.00 per day all-inclusive per diem 
rate. 


Semi-annual reports are necessary on Social Service 
records in order to comply with Federal requirements for 
each OAA, DA and AFDC case. Reports contain specific 
information of activity undertaken to initiate, continue 
or complete services.

Report of the Chief of Police 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Albert R. Clements, Chairman 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts 


I hereby submit my yearly report as head of your 
Police Department. Exactly 100 accidents occurred on our 
roads during the past year, ranging from two damaged 
bumpers to two fatalities. The volume of traffic, both 
summer and winter, is increasing each year and with the 
proposed plan of the Steamship Authority for using the 
Oak Bluffs wharf for more scheduled boat runs during 
the coming summer traffic and parking will present 
serious problems. 


During the year this department handled the fol- 
lowing incidents: The Cruiser-Ambulance transported a 
total of 83 patients to the M. V. Hospital. 


3,876 telephone calls answered 133 more than 1964 


396 complaints investigated 88 more than 1964 
100 accidents investigated 34 more than1964 
31 arrests 5 more than 1964 


26 traffic violation tickets issued 40 less than 1964 


The decrease in the issuing of these tickets 
resulted from the lack of working personnel, 
patrolmen being needed more in the central 
part of town than in outlying districts. 


More and more boats are using our harbor each 
summer much of the time it is filled to capacity. This 
creates many problems and to combat some of these I in- 
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stituted a weekend patrol of the Bulkhead, using my 
Special Police. I sincerely believe that in the near future 
it will become necessary to maintain a full time foot and 
boat patrol from July 4th until Labor Day. This year we 
were fortunate to obtain the use of a patrol boat for 
rescue work. This cost the town nothing, either to man or 
operate, and responded to some forty distress calls. It 
was necessary to turn others over to the Coast Guard, it 
being impossible for the operator of the patrol boat to 
leave his work. Praise was received by the Harbor Master, 
Patrol and Police for their assistance in berthing yachts 
and handling situations which arose. 


Bicycles are always a problem. Last summer we had 
two racks, one at the entrance of Circuit Ave. and another 
at the corner of Park and Kennebec Avenues. Another is 
really needed at the foot of Circuit Ave. between the Bank 
and M. V. Printing Office. I wish to thank the Oak Bluft’s 
School for the use of their two bicycle racks. 


On our daily rounds we have found 110 doors open, 
25 windows open and 31 buildings with lights on. Owners 
and caretakers were notified. We investigated 20 cases of 
dog bites, 16 dogs hit by cars, 10 dogs lost, 1 case of cat 
bite and 4 cats hit by cars. Also investigated were cases 
of 24 stolen bicycles, 18 of which were recovered. Over 
500 summer homes have been checked with some 500 
more in need of checking. This minimum of service the 
owners have a right to expect. 


During the past two years I believe this department 
has shown a marked improvement and there is room for 
more. This could be insured with the use of six permanent 
police officers. In this day and age a police officer must be 
trained. By using a rotating system these men could be 
sent to a Police School during the slow winter months 
thus enabling the department to start the busy summer 
with experienced patrolmen. It would then be necessary 
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to hire only four temporary men from July 4th to Labor 
Day. 


This summer was a busy and hectic one. This de- 
partment started with a compement of nine men and 
ended with six. To assure the town the high level of police 
service it did receive, under such conditions, necessitated 
hard work and many hours of overtime on the part of my 
patrolmen, much of this they received no pay for. I am 
very grateful for all their cooperation. At this time I 
would like to thank the Island Police Departments, 
Sheriff’s Department, State Police and the Office of the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles for all their help and as- 
sistance.

Also in cooperation 
with this Department, a demonstration was conducted by 
Ralph J. Perry, Inc. on the types and use of various fire 
extinguishers for the faculty and students. Inspections 
were also made at the Regional High School. As a result 
of a meeting with all island Fire Chiefs, any alarm called 
for the Regional High School will be answered by Oak 
Bluffs, Vineyard Haven and Edgartown. 


A new fire box is being installed at the Martha’s 
Vineyard Hospital connected to their present sprinkler 
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system with the code of 59, which will be answered by 
Oak Bluffs, Vineyard Haven and Edgartown. 


A very successful fire drill was held at the Martha’s 
Vineyard Hospital this past fall with Vineyard Haven 
and Edgartown participating. Also the Civil Defense and 
our local Police Department. At this time I would like to 
thank all those who participated for a job well done. 


As a result of new legislature, all premises of those 
holding Innholder’s License must be inspected every three 
menths. Ten buildings were inspected by this Department 
and the Wiring Inspector. 


Forty-six oil-burner inspections were made by this 
Department. We hope those new installations that have 
not yet complied with Chapter 148 will do so before court 
action is taken. 


The new equipmnt has not yet been installed at the 
Communication Center but should be completed within 
sixty days. It has been operating with the old equipment 
from the jail since the first of December. The number to 
be used for General Quarters will be thirty-nine (39). The 
telephone number for all emergency including fire is 693- 
1212. As of now, we have not been given the new number 
for the local fire department. The number still remains 
Vineyard Haven 77 until further notice.

Dear Sir: 


In early spring of 1965, the shellfish department 
planted 65 bushels of seed scallops into the Vineyard 
Haven Harbor on the Oak Bluffs side just off the East- 
ville beach. It is interesting to note that up to the 31st of 
December 156 bushels of adult scallops have been har- 
vested in the planted area. 


In addition to the above transplanted, 916 bushels of 
seed scallops were moved from shallow water in the 
Lagoon Pond and placed into deep water. Under the Area 
Redevelopment Act, 142 bushels of soft-shell clams were 
planted from Oyster Pond into various places in the La- 
goon Pond and Sengekontacket Pond. This department 
also purchased 102 bushels of mixed quahaugs from a 
contaminated area in New Bedford and planted them in 
Sengekontacket Pond.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





David Rappaport, M.D., Chairman

Dear Dr. Rappaport: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December, 1965. 


Our school continues to be rooted in a philosophy of 
providing an educational program which fosters excel- 
lence in learning. Knowledge is the basic result of effec- 
tive teaching but we are also concerned with improving 
study skills, developing proper attitudes and cultivating 
desirable habits for all students. 


As in previous years, the educational staff has been 
examining, evaluating and revising the curriculum. We 
seek a curriculum which demands greater efforts, more 
intensive study habits and higher levels of achievement 
for each pupil consistent with his intellectual capacity. 
In addition to cultivating the intellect our schools must 
also enlighten students for living in a changing society. 
The basic skills of reading, writing and arithmetic must 
be constantly put to practical use as each pupil expresses 
himself through a variety of educational experiences. We 
shall continue to review and examine our curriculum 
because we must adjust and grow. 


“Change does not necessarily assure progress, but 
progress implacably requires change. Education is essen- 
tial to change, for it creates both new wants and the 
ability to satisfy them.” 
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In our efforts to move our schools toward the best, 
we know full well that the best will continually draw 
away. In our efforts to afford the finest and highest 
quality education for each of our children we ask the 
citizens to continue to share the burden of spiraling costs. 
These costs are not going to lessen in years ahead with 
the demands which will be placed on local school sys- 
tems by state and federal agencies due to the new legisla- 
tion which has arisen out of the Anti-Poverty Program, 
the Elementary and Secondary Education Act, the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act and the state sponsored 
Willis Report. The local tax base is too narrow and too 
confiscatory to be the main source of revenue for edu- 
cation. The General Court has seen fit, by legislation, to 
place financial burdens upon the towns without providing 
a proper percentage of reimbursement to the towns that 
provide the services required. A new method of providing 
a more equitable distribution of funds available under 
Chapter 71, must be found. All interested citizens and 
town officials are urged to support responsible legislation 
which will achieve these ends. 


The Reports of the Principals which follow are in- 
dicative of some of the accomplishments and proposed 
goals of our schools. 


' I sincerely appreciate the excellent cooperation given 
to me by my administrative staff, the principals, teachers 
and particularly the School Committee in carrying out 
our educational program. Without the support, coopera- 
tion and dedication of the many individuals who comprise 
the school system, the fine reputation we enjoy as an 
educational agency would not be possible.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL

Dear Mr. Downs: 


There is no field today where one can observe dy- 
namic forces working with such incredible speed as can 
be observed in the field of education. 


Man is advancing so rapidly that before he has fully 
understood his past achievements, he is confronted with 
new knowledge and new technology. In just trying to keep 
abreast of the time one can no longer walk — he must run. 
Tn terms of public education these rapid changes have be- 
come the incubator for some of the knottiest problems of 
our times, and to compound the issue man’s progress in 
knowledge, in instructional technology, and in school con- 
struction and design continues to complicate the edu- 
cative process. 


The generation presently attending school will spend 
its adult years in a society that in all probability will be as 
radically different from today’s as our present society is 
from that of the early twentieth century. 


At this very moment of our history we are attempt- 
ing to walk toward the hope of peace and prosperity that 
science and technology can provide; but we walk under 
the Damoclean hair of nuclear annihilation. 


Judged both quantitatively and qualitatively we are 
living in the most impressive climax of history, and pub- 
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lic education, be it on Martha’s Vineyard or metropolitan 
Boston, is destined to play a very responsible role. A role 
not merely concerned with the enobled teaching of read- 
ing, writing, and ’rithmetic, but a role supplementing 
those basic skills by helping the student to think criti- 
eally about current issues, and their significance in 
modern society; issues which involve international rela- 
tions, economic growth, urbanization, population growth, 
science and technology, and mass media. Obviously, edu- 
cating students to contribute to their culture includes ac- 
quainting them with social forces and trends and helping 
them learn to analyze and criticize contemporary prob- 
lems. On the basis of criticism alone can be found the 
catalyst which has accelerated the shape of public educa- 
tion in the sixties. 


Some of the voices call for a return to the “solid 
subjects.” Some prescribe the same program for all pupils 
regardless of individual differences. Some ignore what is 
known about the ways a child learns. Some express con- 
cern only for more and more attention to their particular 
subject. Some don’t care. 


Some of the sounds are made by the lawman. Some 
are made from within the profession at the level of col- 
lege and professional scholarship, and many come from 
leaders of elementary and secondary education. Some 
don’t make any sound. 


All of these voices have a right to be heard, for their 
criticisms are the basis for thoughtful and creative 
recommendations which serve to guide our schools and — 
the public in a mutual effort to improve the quality of our 
school’s instructional program. 


We live on an island and to the surprise and even 
dismay of many offislanders our schools are not only 
abreast of the times, but in many areas ahead of them. 
The task is to maintain the advantage by exerting cour- 
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ageous and intelligent leadership in the name of our youth 
and in the face of rising costs. There is nothing inex- 
pensive about public education until you study its com- 
ponent parts. Our founding fathers truly knew how to 
elasticize a dollar as indicated by their legislation to place 
the responsibility of educating the young on the breast of 
the public weal. Had it been left to private interests we 
would probably still be catering to a minority of intel- 
lectual and cultural elite rather than enjoying the pres- 
ent benefits derived from educating the masses. 


In the paragraphs to follow are the reports of the 
Department Chairmen of the Martha’s Vineyard Regional 
High School whose brief statements verbalize our school’s 
progress and activities of the past year and direction for 
the vear ahead. 


Mr. Joseph B. Robichau, English Department Chair- 
man, reports as follows: 


The five members of the English Department have 
been meeting during the second period of each school day 
to discuss problems, develop units of study, devise and 
check materials, to aid new teachers and to revise the 
curriculum. 


A unit on the source paper for college bound students 
was produced in which consideration was given to tech- 
niques such as use of bibliography cards, note cards, out- 
lining, footnoting, and other procedures. For group teach- 
ing in this unit audio-visual material such as records, film 
strips and overhead transparancies were used. After the 
group instruction, classes met and carried out their work 
according to grade level. 


In the area of literature a comprehensive book list 
was compiled to meet the requirements for outside read- 
ing. The list is not intended to be confining, but is offered 
as a guide. Particular attention has been given to compara- 
tive works of fiction. 
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A combined scheduling of classes has provided for 
joint meetings of the college preparatory classes. These 
classes have had a common instruction in the research 
paper techniques and demonstrations of debating. Fur- 
ther uses of this type of class meeting is being considered 
for units in drama and poetry. 


The Chairman and members of the sub-committee on 
reading visited the Wayland and Randolph High schools 
for the purpose of exploring reading programs and fa- 
cilities. A report on these activities was given to the en- 
tire school committee. In the spring all members attended 
at Weymouth a demonstration of Edwin Peterson’s con- 
temporary composition. The audio-visual kit for the course 
was purchased and is being used in the English classes 
and by Robert Hyde in the adult evening class in compo- 
sition. All members also attended the convention of the 
National Council of English Teachers at Boston in No- 
vember. Sessions on current trends and modern equip- 
ment for the teaching of English were attended. Displays 
of the latest books were also visited. The department in- 
tends to explore further opportunities for oral presenta- 
tion and introduce the study of the Bible as literature. 


The regular meetings of the department have been 
very helpful to both the newer and the older members 
and all members are definitely in favor of continuing 
them. This type of proceudre is recommended by the Na- 
tional Council of English Teachers. 


Mr. John W. Mayhew, Mathematics Department 
Chairman, reports as follows: 


A few changes have been made in the Mathematics 
Department during the current school year. Shop Mathe- 
matics is now taught by an Industrial Arts instructor. 
This has enabled the Department to offer three sections of 
Algebra I rather than the two offered prior to this move. 
We believe this will benefit both groups. The Review Math 
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meets only four times a week, thus eliminating a conflict 
with a physics lab which existed last year. The General 
Math courses remain essentially the same as no changes 
were deemed necessary in that area. An excellent new 
text is being used in the Advanced Math course this year 
in conjunction with the text used last. year. 


Next year we plan to have all sections of both Algebra 
I and II use the “modern” text currently used only in the 
A sections. This has been essentially a period of consoli- 
dation. All recent innovations seem to be working well. 


All members of the Math Department have been 
observed, and it is the opinion of the Chairman that they 
are doing an excellent job. | 


The Chairman would also like to comment on the 
excellent cooperation given to the department by the 
administration. 


Mr. Milton Weissberg, Foreign Languages Depart- 
ment Chairman, reports as follows: 

The Foreign Language Department of the Martha’s 
Vineyard Regional High School is oriented greatly by the 
annual meeting and annual published material of the 
Northeast Conference on the Teaching of Foreign Lan- 
guages, which acts as a continual guide in keeping class- 
room policies vital and meaningful. 


With the possible eventual addition of a language 
laboratory at the Regional High School, the Department 
is at present making plans to gradually extend the bene- 
fits of higher oral language achievement to a wider cross 
section of students. Since the improvement of language 
learning through the usage of quality electronic equip- 
‘ment has become an accepted, proven method, the Depart- 
ment plans to revise its materials and scheduling to up- 
grade the Regional High School language program ac- 
cording to the best findings of modern language-teaching 
research. 
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Team planning and teaching cooperation continues 
with the present co-ordinated program for audio-lingual 
usage. 


Mr. A. Douglas Stewart, Science Department Chair- 
man, reports as follows: 

Since the report of one year age, the events and 
changes below should be noted. 


In one of the Freshman General Science Classes, a 
four week Medical Self-Help Training Course, as furnish- 
ed by the Office of Civil Defense, was initiated. 


The Advanced Biology class is now privileged to take 
part in weekly Anatomy and Physiology Lecture-Demon- 
strations using Medical equipment. Dr. Nevin has been 
the first to take part in this program, but others are ex- 
pected to participate. 


The Marine Biology Seminar continues under the 
leadership of Dr. Matthiessen with guest lecturers chiefly 
from Woods Hole. 


A well attended Science Fair was held in the spring 
and plans are now underway for the 1966 Fair. The basis 
for each Fair is a required science project from each 
science enrolled student, this year to be a part of the grade 
for the third marking period. 


A new textbook has been examined and will be adopt- 
ed in the fall of 1966 for the Advanced Chemistry course. 


The members of the Department are not fully satis- 
fied with the courses and materials used in the lower 
ability groups, particularly in the non-college Junior and 
Senior Sciences. Investigations are being made as to pos- 
sible replacement courses to take their places. 


Mr. Elliott L. Knight, Social Studies Department, 
reports as follows: 


The first item stressed during the current academic 
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year was the emphasis to be placed on the research paper 
for college oriented students. In joint discussions with 
the members of the English Department it was agreed 
‘hat the English Department would prescribe and teach 
the techniques of the research paper, and the Social 
Studies Department would then be able to assign topics 
for research and evaluate the contents of the finished 
paper. 

Continuing emphasis is being placed on the review 
and discussion of the news of the world with the object 
of having the students read and analyze current events 
so that they may be understood in relation to past de- 
velopments in the United States and throughout the 
world. 


In the late Spring a unit of study will be incorporat- 
ed into the World Geography curriculum which will deal 
with the location and settlement patterns of urban places. 
Study materials, visual devices, and other materials will 
be made available by the High School Geography Project 
through a grant by the National Science Foundation. 


A survey of new texts in the Sociology field is being 
made with the object of requesting a new text for that 
course. It is felt that a more up-to-date text, and one 
which deals more in depth with the problems of our times 
is needed. 


Mrs. George A. Costa, Business Education Department 
Chairman, reports as follows: 

The freshmen General Business Class has been di- 
vided into two groups so that the student may have a 
better chance to understand and realize the problems 
of business. This gives an opportunity for individual help 
and better discussion periods. We feel that this year is an 
“all” important one to our business program. 


Preparation is already under way for the Job Pro- 
gram scheduled to start sometime in April. We are 
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most appreciative for all the help and assistance given 
to this program by the businessmen on the island. 


After much evaluation a new Bookkeeping II text- 
book was adopted this year and because it is an up-dated 
text, the students seem to be enjoying it. 


At the present time we are evaluating our Secretarial 
Practice Book. 


Again we have taken another step to increase our 
electric typewriter ratio to our manuals. One of the new 
electric typewriters was used to further equip the Office 
Machine’s classroom in order that those students who 
utilize that classroom could further develop their skills 
on this type of machine. 


The Typewriting I classes have been utilizing a new 
textbook which was designed to enable students to reach 
new, higher levels of typing power by routines in which 
speed practice, accuracy practice, and production practice 
reinforce one another. This integrating of skills and pro- 
duction training is used to get the students to do produc- 
tion typing at the same rate at which they best copy 
paragraph material. The material is also such that per- 
sonal-use and voctaional-use learners may work in the 
same classroom with equal profit. 


Mrs. Cyrus S. Norton, School Librarian and Coordi- 
nator of Audio-Visual Aids, reports as follows: 

The Instructional Materials Center is a busy and 
beneficial part of our school. Our library circulation for 
this year was 5193: non fiction 3439; fiction 1754. The 
books in the stacks were evaluated according to their 
condition, student utilization and educational value. 
Recommended weeding was accomplished making 4274 
volumes on our shelves— 260 added this year. 4731 
volumes have been accessioned since the library origin- 
ated. The library assistants are an asset to the work and 
the appearance of the library. 
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Students with artistic abilities arranged attractive 
bulletin board displays. 


During National Library Week new books were dis- 
played. An assembly was held with Mrs. Barbara Brad- 
ley, the guest speaker. Following her talk, a movie, 
Key to the Future, to interest young people in the field 
of librarianship was shown. 

We are most fortunate in having an exceptionally 
generous gift given in memory of Henry Bradford Smith 
by Mr. Fairleigh S. Dickinson, Jr. and Mrs. Grace Smith 
Dickinson. This benefaction will greatly enrich the li- 
brary. 


Our Audio-Visual Aids Department comprises all 
types of projectors, tape recorders, record players, projec- 
tion tables, screens, filmstrips, records and foreign langu- 
age tapes. We now have 325 filmstrips. New projection 
equipment was purchased making this department more 
usable in all areas of the curriculum. 


All books, money, subscriptions, records, filmstrips 
and any other remembrances which were donated are 
much appreciated. Also the cooperation of the faculty and 
student body for the successful operation of this Center 
is to be noted. 


Mrs. Philip Drew, Jr., Home Economics Department 
Chairman, reports as follows: 

This past year, for the first time, senior girls in 
Home Economics classes participated in the Work-Experi- 
ence Program. The success of this experiment far sur- 
passed expectation. Working in a florist shop, a rest home, 
in clothing and drug stores, and observing the operation 
of a beauty parlor, the value to these girls of on-the-job 
experience was effectively proven by their enthusiastic 
interest and by the fact that their “employers” offered 
them spring and/or summer vacation employment. 


Another innovation in the department is the intro- 
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duction of a child study unit. The core of the unit is based 
on the text “The Developing Child” published in 1965 and 
designed to assist students and young adults to under- 
stand children, and through them, better understand 
themselves. 


Mr. Gerald Paradis, Chairman of the Industrial Arts 
Department, reports as follows: 


Several changes in the curriculum have made it pos- 
sible to expand the work-experience program from one 
quarter on the senior level to a full semester on both the 
junior and senior levels. 


The yearly Industrial Arts convention and a trip to 
several schools in the state has helped us in evaluating 
our program to further improve it. 


The department continues to take advantage of the 
excellent audio-visual aids and other free and low cost 
teaching materials provided by many manufacturers. 


Mr. Francis Pachico, Director of Athletics and Physi- 
cal Education, reports as follows: 


Our Physical Education program has again placed a 
great deal of emphasis on individual physical fitness. We 
have again used the Marine Corps Physical Fitness Tests 
and administered these tests twice during the year. The 
boys that scored the highest on these tests were sent to 
the Annual Physical Fitness Meet which is held in New 
Bedford each spring. This year we were fortunate enough 
to take first place in this meet. This gives us a record of 
one first place, two second places, and one third place in 
the four years we have competed. 


In addition to our emphasis on Physical Fitness we 
have again offered a varied program which included the 
fundamentals and actual participation in the following 
activities: football, soccer, basketball, volleyball, appa- 
ratus, track and field, and softball. 
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Our athletic teams have again competed in the fol- 
lowing sports: football, cross-country, basketball and 
track and field. In addition to this we were also able to 
arrange girls softball games with teams from the main- 
land. 


Scheduling still remains a problem but we have been 
able to retain some of the teams that we first met seven 
years ago. In conclusion, we would like to thank the public 
for their support of our athletic program and hope they 
will continue to do so in the future. 


Mr. Thomas Mills, of the Music Department, reports 
as follows: 

This past year we had exchange concerts with Den- 
nis-Yarmouth. We also added new instruments to the or- 
chestra and band and developed brass and string en- 
sembles. 


This coming year we are to have an exchange pro- 
gram with Nauset Regional High School. 


Members of our orchestra have been invited to join 
in both the Cape Cod and New England Music Festivals. 


In the fall a new full-time music program will go 
into effect. This will provide time for: a marching band, 
a stage band, orchestra, wind and string ensembles, full 
chorus, small choral groups, a Music Theory and Methods 
course and private lessons. 


Mrs. William E. Geyer, of the Music Department, re- 
ports as follows: 

The Vocal Music department of the Regional High 
School has an enrollment this year of 52, of which 11 are 
boys, a gain over last year, in the male section. 


Sight-reading, Theory, Music Appreciation, Voice 
Production, and Chorus procedures are a part of the cur- 
riculum. Films, on composers, and Musical Current events 
are a weekly and monthly offering. 
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The Glee Club, Girls Chorus and Barbershoppers 
offer a Christmas Assembly program, a Spring Concert in 
May and also present the music for Class Day and Gradu- 
ation in June. 


Miss Patricia Brown, School Nurse, reports as fol- 
lows: 

As required all members of grades ten and twelve, 
as well as all boys and girls participating in inter-scholas- 
tic athletics were administered complete physicals by the 
school’s physician, Dr. Joseph Frisch. 


All students in grades 9-12, inclusive, were ad- 
ministered vision and hearing examinations. Referrals 
were forwarded to parents where necessary. 


The Tine Tuberculin Test was offered to the sopho- 
more class with seventy-three students receiving this 
test. 


The Future Nurses Club was organized. The girls 
enjoyed a number of speakers and a tour of the hospital. 
Two of the club members are presently enrolled in 
schools’ of nursing. 


Mr. Eugene Baer, Art Supervisor, reports as follows: 


If this year’s enrollment is any indication of things 
to come, Art is certainly becoming one of the most popu- 
lar of the elective offerings. This year’s classes are not 
only large but at times overflowing. An indication of this 
popularity is reflected in the number of students who 
have chosen to elect a double period of art. 


The art course continues to encourage and applaud 
the rich variety of creative work done in schools and at 
home. The range of talents, media, and imagination regu- 
larly exhibited in the art display case amply attests to 
the continued success of the High School Art Program. 


Mr. John J. Ahern, our Guidance Counselor, reports 
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that the Guidance Department continues to function on 
a fulltime basis working in cooperation with the stu- 
dents, faculty, parents, and the community in general. 


With the additional secretarial assistance added this 
past year, much of the burdensome clerical and routine 
work has been eliminated leaving the Guidance Councelor 
free to work directly with the students. 


There has been a tremendous increase in requests 
for high school transcripts. Last year’s total came to a 
record breaking 173 transcripts sent to colleges and busi- 
nesses. 


The work program was again expanded to include 
girls in the home economics course. Also, the length of 
this program was extended from four to six weeks. A 
sincere thanks to the business concerns and others in the 
community who participated in this program. 


The Alumni Day held just before the Christmas holi- 
days was broadened to include an Alumni Tea for the 
faculty and Alumni. 


The results of the follow-up study for the class of 
1965 are as follows. 


Number of graduates 76 

Number attending 4 year colleges 15 or 20.0% 
Number attending 2 or 4 year school 16 or 21.0% 
Number obtaining vocational training 18 or 23.0% 
Total number attending post secondary 


schools 49 or 64.5% 
Number employed 15 or 20.0% 
Number married 8 or. 4.0% 
Number in Armed Forces 6or 8.0% 
Number unreported 3o0r 4.0% 


Of the 49 students attending post secondary schools, 
17 received a total of $9,400 from 22 scholarship funds, 
some of which will be renewable. This total represents a 
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substantial increase in scholarship money over the past 
years. The majority of this money was the result of local. 
contributions. This is certainly a tribute to our commu- 
nity. Sincere thanks are in order for all who worked so 
hard to raise this money. 


We hope that more parents will share in our guidance 
services by scheduling evening appointments. 


With the conclusion of Mr. Ahern’s report special 
mention should be made of the annual Seminar on World 
Problems and Current Events, directed by Mrs. Helen 
Erickson, and which continues to meet on Saturday 
mornings. The core of the seminar is the Great Decisions 
Kit published by the Foreign Policy Association. 


One of the aims of the seminar is not so much what 
United States Foreign Policy is or is not, but rather to 
emphasize the impact of hunger, water, women, transpor- 
tation, communication and language in world events. Ob- 
viously, the students are becoming acquainted with the 
nature of social forces and trends and learning to look 
and think objectively albeit critically, at contemporary 
problems. 


To Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Hall go our heartfelt thanks 
for their exceptional benevolence in giving to our high 
school permanent stadium, steel constructed, bleachers 
with a capacity of 1000 seats. These will be assembled on 
concrete footings no later than this coming summer. 


Enthusiasm for our adult education program contin- 
ues to grow. The enrollment, as of December 31, 1965, is 
198 adults enrolled in eleven courses. 


Our faculty is the finest, most talented, and most 
qualified one could find in any adult education school.

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REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL

Dear Mr. Downs: 


It is vital — during the many and varied changes in 
the concepts of education that are taking place today — 
to keep a firm grasp on the essential values of sound 
learning and to explore and develop only those concepts 
that will result in the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber of children. 


Change is often thought to be synonymous with pro- 
gress. We must ever be vigilant and prudent in accepting 
new ideas. Sound judgment and logical thinking must be 
exerted in discriminating between what may be only a 
passing fad and that which has a true educational value. 
Te retain from the old that which has proven worthwhile 
and to accept from the new that which genuinely shows 
value is a meritorious goal. 


We want our children to get a good training in their 
academic subjects. We also want them to gain a set of 
values consistent with normal growth and a realization 
that work and play are both essential. There is a proper 
time for each. We, as teachers, must guide them and 
help them constantly to acquire sound emotional sta- 
bility and to develop independent thinking and an ever- 
questioning attitude toward life. 


Let us now analyze two specific needs. First, a real 
start has been made toward the establishment of a well- 
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stocked school library. With the money contributed by 
the parents’ book fair and a sum given us by a benefactor, 
we are carefully listing new books to be purchased. Our 
ultimate goal is to have our library divided among three 
well-defined areas: the primary, the intermediate, and the 
junior high. 

Second, to further our aims, it is strongly desirable 
on our junior-high level, where departmentalized teach- 
ing takes place, to have an additional teacher, so that 
these grades may be divided. This will help each child to 
gain, according to his ability, his maximum potential. 


From year to year, new needs arise. As they do, we 
will continue to evaluate them and attempt to satisfy 
them. We realize that this cannot be done all at once and 
therefore we must be selective, using as our criterion, our 
previously stated goal: what will most benefit the greatest 
number of pupils. 


Again for the third successive year, I extend my 
thanks and gratitude for the understanding, cooperation, 
and help given me by the superintendent of schools, the 
members of the school committee, the faculty, the stu- 
dents and their parents, and the custodians. It has been 
a tremendous inspiration to me.
